Mr. Symonps’s two volumes form a very 
necessary supplement to his history of the 
Renaissance. In order to understand any 
period of history, and to judge adequately 
the men who lived and moved in it, we need 
to know what followed at least as much as 
what preceded. It is, indeed, the great 
danger of studying history in periods that 
the student is too apt to look at his period 
as if the world came to an end—for the time 
being, at all events—with it. Those who 
read about the Peloponnesian War, for 
instance, can scarcely realize that Athens by 
no means ceased to exist with the destruc- 
tion of the Long Walls, or how very few 
months elapsed between that event and 
Iphicrates’s demolition of the Lacedeemonian 
mora. But nothing marks the real student of 
history more than an irresistible desire to ask 
“What next?” and it is, as we may sup-

de has been well advised in so doing. The 
period from 1500 to 1600, roughly speaking, 
isone of great importance and still greater 
complexity. The student will be variously 
affected by it according to the bent of his 
studies. To the politician or moralist it is 
an age of almost hopeless decadence. The 
enslavement of Italy, which in its opening 
years was beginning, by the end of the cen- 
tury was established pretty much as it re- 
mained down to our own day. Even in 
morals, public and private, the enormous 
wickedness and utter paganism of the Bor- 
gias and Medici seem almost respectable 
when compared with the reign of cicisbeism 
and Jesuitry. For the student of literature 
and art there is not much more consolation. 
The former, indeed, can point to Machiavelli 
and Sarpi at the beginning and end of the 
period as prose-writers of whom any age 
might be proud; but in poetry the greatest 
name is Tasso, and the end of the century 
saw Marini. In art the fall is even greater, 
ifwe leave Venice out of account; and 
Venice had little to do with the main stream 
of Italian culture. To take two names 





almost at random, it requires an effort to 
realize that Perugino and Vasari were on 
the earth together even for ten years. The 
philosopher, indeed, and the man of science 
may look to the Cinque Cento as to a dawn- 
ing time; while the musician, and he 
alone, can contemplate it with unmixed 
satisfaction, and revere the name of Pales- 
trina as the first and not the last on a 
brilliant roll. 

It will, then, be easily seen for how vast 
and at the same time how melancholy a task 
the historian of this period has to gird him- 
self. The number of documents alone, 
already enormous, and, as Canon Jenkins 
points out, continually increasing with the 
increased facilities of access to their archives 
afforded by the great Italian houses, would 
make the mere ‘‘reading-up” of the sub- 
ject a labour of no ordinary kind. The 
difficulty of getting at correct details, which 
to the conscientious student must be immense, 
receives a curious illustration in the two 
books which we have placed together at the 
head of this article. Among a number of 
stories which he gives to illustrate the morals 
of the time, Mr. Symonds has occasion to 
relate the hideous tale of Violante, the wife 
of Giovanni Caraffa, Duke of Palliano, 
nephew to Paul IV. Relying on “a tran- 
script made by Henri Beyle” (from what 
we are not told), he narrates the various 
stages of her fall to the point where her 
attendant and accomplice ‘contrived to 
introduce the duke into the bedroom of the 
duchess at a moment when Marcello [her 
lover] was there. The circumstances were 
not precisely indicative of guilt. The sun 
had only just gone down behind the hills; 
a maid was in attendance,” and soon. The 
point is somewhat important, since our esti- 
mate of the duke’s justification, according 
to the conventional morality of the time, for 
his subsequent conduct must depend in a 
great degree upon the strength of the evid- 
ence which he had of his wife’s faithlessness. 
Mr. Jenkins has occasion to give the same 
story in his little book, which is partly a 
translation, partly a summary, of a MS. 
written apparently by a person who was 
living ‘“‘ when many who had witnessed the 
tragedy [the execution of the Caraffa, that 
is, which took place shortly after the events 
here referred to] might have been still sur- 
viving.” Now the unknown author gives 
the incident above quoted in a very different 
form, stating that the attendant, Diana 
Brancaccio, ‘‘contrived to surprise Marcello 
Capece in the chamber of the duchess at 
midnight, bringing with her,” not the duke, 
but ‘“ Girolama Spinello [the duke’s step- 
mother | and the ladies of her court.” We 
merely give this as an example of the ex- 
treme difficulty which a writer must find 
in ascertaining the facts of a period like 
that under consideration, which found no 
contemporary historian, and of which the 
records have had to be gleaned from the 
reports of Venetian ambassadors, from per- 
sonal memoirs, or from unpublished manu- 
scripts. 

About this time the reader may be ex- 
pected to ask, What exactly was the 
Counter-Reformation? Mr. Symonds tells 
us. ‘‘I intend,” he says, 

‘to use this term to denote the reform of the 
Catholic Church, which was stimulated by 
the German Reformation, and which, when the 





Council of Trent had fixed the dogmas and dis- 
cipline of Latin Christianity, enabled the Papacy 
to assume a militant policy in Europe, whereby 
it regained a large portion of the provinces that 
had previously lapsed to Lutheran and Calvin- 
istic dissent.” 

As a matter of fact, however, his book deals 
very little with its nominal subject. There 
is far more in it about the social, moral, 
and literary degradation to which we have 
referred than about Church reform. Mr. 
Symonds, indeed, calls attention to the im- 
proved decency in the immediate surround- 
ings of the Popes, which (in spite of the 
iniquities of his nephews) may be said to 
have set in with Paul IV. But he is more 
concerned to show how little Church reform 
effected in the way of reforming conduct, 
and how much it did in the way of hamper- 
ing intellect and throwing back political 
improvement. The fatal gifts of the Inqui- 
sition and Jesuitism which Italy received 
from Spain contributed as much to degrade 
art, science, and morals as the Spanish 
hegemony, which, to do them justice, the 
Popes resisted to the best of their ability, 
did to condemn Italy to the political impot- 
ence and stagnation from which we who 
now live have seen her emerge. 

It is, however, clear that all these, and 
the rest of the ‘‘seven Spanish devils” 
which, as Mr. Symonds says, entered Italy 
after the year 1530, would have had small 
power for mischief had they not found a 
favourable soil in which to work. As he 
has himself pointed out in a former volume, 
‘‘misdirected humanism, blending with the 
impieties of a secularized Papacy, the self- 
indulgence of the despots, and the coarse 
tastes of the bourgeoisie, had sapped the con- 
science of society.” And what had made 
this possible, in Italy above all other coun- 
tries? To this, as to so many other ques- 
tions of history, there is, as we conceive, but 
one answer. It was the Roman Empire. 
Italy had never, strictly speaking, been 
a nation, only the region immediately sur- 
rounding the capital from which the world 
was governed, first in temporal things alone, 
then in spiritual things also. Emperors and 
Popes were of no nation. When they fell 
out it was perfectly natural for Peter to call 
upon any of his sons, French as well as 
Italian, to aid him against Cesar; equally 
natural for Cesar to bring his kinsfolk after 
the flesh into his kingdom of Italy in order 
to give succour to his faithful subjects there. 
To an Italian Guelf, Charles of Anjou (for 
example) seemed to have a far stronger 
claim on his services than such of his own 
fellow citizens as were on the opposite side ; 
a Ghibeline knew no bond so close as that 
which bound him to the German Emperor. 
Hence national life and all that it involves 
became impossible ; and when, in the inevit- 
able course of events, the party watchwords 
ceased to have any real significance, and the 
strife in which Dante was not ashamed to 
bear a part dwindled to petty local squabbles, 
the men who elsewhere would have found a 
career in helping to build up a state were 
compelled to fall back on “ culture” as the 
sole aim and object of their lives, the sole 
field of exercise for their talents. But cul- 
ture is no safeguard against self-indulgence ; 
it in no way promotes the virtues which 
exalt a nation, but is, on the contrary, per- 
fectly consistent with all the vices which do 
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most to degrade both nation and family. It 
is, then, in no way surprising that after a 
century of culture (during which the other 
nations of Europe had been getting welded 
into compactness by hard blows given and 
received both from without and from with- 
in) Italy should have been left, in a fuller 
sense than even Dante dreamed,

When we read the ghastly stories which 
Mr. Symonds relates in his fifth and sixth 
chapters, to illustrate social and domestic 
morals—the stories of Virginia di Leyva, 
of Vittoria Accoramboni, of the Duchess of 
Palliano, tales of rape, murder, adultery, 
brigandage, all of which were familiar at 
the time to all Europe, while some of them 
have passed into English literature—we can 
appreciate the feelings with which our fore- 
fathers must have gone out to meet the 
Spanish Armada, and estimate the service 
to European civilization which was then 
wrought by them. 

We have merely indicated in a rough 
outline the general subject of this in- 
teresting and—as it is almost unnecessary 
to say, to those, at all events, who know 
Mr. Symonds’s works—eminently readable 
book. It is, perhaps, to be regretted that 
the author has not cast it more in the form 
of a regular history, instead of a series of 
essays. But that is Mr. Symonds’s way, 
and he probably knows best where his 
strength lies. As it stands, it is calculated 
rather to stimulate than to satisfy the 
serious student of the period. Such a book 
as that which we have coupled with it 
is a good example of the kind of supple- 
ment which it requires. We could wish 
that others would follow Mr. Jenkins’s ex- 
ample, or even go beyond him, in making 
some of the yet unpublished chronicles 
accessible to English readers. Horrible as 
was the state of things which they reveal, 
these chronicles have a special interest for 
us, if only as illustrating the social con- 
ditions which furnished our greatest drama- 
tists with many of their plots. 

To return to Mr. Symonds. His first 
volume is chiefly occupied with his- 
tory, his second with biography and 
criticism. He devotes a chapter to the 
Inquisition and its effect upon literature, 
another to the Jesuits and their effect upon 
morals. The latter contains little that is 
unfamiliar to a reader of the ‘ Lettres Pro- 
vinciales,’ except perhaps a suggestion of 
‘a grotesque parallel between the nascent 
order of Jesuits and the Salvation Army,” 
which itself appears nearly as grotesque. 
In the second volume Tasso has two chap- 
ters, Giordano Bruno one—which leaves us 
confirmed in the opinion that nothing in 
Bruno’s life became him like the leaving 
it—and Sarpi one. About Sarpi’s theo- 
logical attitude Mr. Symonds is probably 
right, as against Hallam and Macaulay, 
who held that he was a Protestant at heart. 
To those eminent men doubtless, as to most 
of their contemporaries, all that was not 
Papist was Protestant, though there is no need 
to charge them with ‘‘ coarseness of percep- 
tion ” for not realizing that a religious man 
might honestly think ‘‘ that he could serve 
God as well and his country better in that 
communion which was his by birthright.” 





Another chapter discusses the works of 
Guarino, Marini, Chiabrera, and Tassoni, 
the last named, with all his delight in dirt 
and buffoonery, being perhaps the one 
writer of any originality whom the age pro- 
duced. It is to be regretted that both in 
dealing with him and in sundry other 
places Mr. Symonds has forgotten that he 
was writing for the very general reader. 
It was surely possible to indicate the nature 
of a good deal cf the ‘Secchia Rapita’ with- 
out giving a précis of some of the more 
offensive passages, just as the difference 
of spirit between Shakspeare’s cheery in- 
decencies and Marini’s sickly prurience 
might have been enforced without verbatim 
quotations from Mercutio. Again, to call 
Trissino’s ‘ Italia’ ‘a weazened changeling 
of erudition,’ or Tasso’s ‘Gerusalemme’ 
‘*@ florid bastard of romance,” or Marini 
himself “this Protean poet of vacuity,” 
surely savours a little of that very Marinism 
which Mr. Symonds rightly reprehends in 
its inventor. Indeed, the whole book has 
suffered somewhat from over-attention to 
style, and in a minor degree from an un- 
pleasant trick of using French words and 
phrases slightly disguised in English forms. 
‘‘ Transaction ’’ (in the sense of compromise), 
‘‘ eretinisation,” ‘ empoisonment,”’ ‘‘ success 
of scandal,” ‘‘ threw his frock to the nettles,” 
are examples of what we mean. Mr.Symonds 
is not so lacking in the faculty of expressing 
himself that he should need to resort to 
artifices of this kind. He may safely leave 
them to less cultivated writers. 








The History of Streatham. By Frederick 
Arnold, jun., Principal of Sussex House 
School, Streatham. (Stock.) 


Or the author of this little book it may well 
be said that he is a schoolmaster abroad as 
far as the subject-matter of his work is con- 
cerned ; for though the result of his labours 
is interesting enough, it is clear he has no 
knowledge of the subject on which he writes. 
The book, too, is wholly devoid of any sys- 
tem of arrangement or continuity—in fact, it 
reads as if the author had copied his notes 
out several times in different order, and 
thrown in here and there a heading for a 
chapter as a matter of form. The work 
leaves one under the impression that it 
began as a gossiping guide to Streatham, 
and then, expanded by hypothesis and 
surmise, grew into its present form. A fair 
example of the author’s powers of deductive 
reasoning is to be found in the following 
remarkable passage :— 

‘€ At different times coins of the greatest anti- 
quity have been unearthed in the churchyard, 
and from this fact we are inclined to deduce the 
assertion that Streatham Church was probably 
a Roman burying place; and as very likely it had 
been used for the same purpose long prior to 
their time, we may infer that possibly religious 
worship has taken place on the site of our 
present church for over 2,000 years.” 


The italics are ours. Why stop at two 
thousand years with such boundless possi- 
bilities in view? Again, two pages further 
on Mr. Arnold says :— 

‘The above-named valor was taken about 
1291, and though the facts we have to go upon 
[there are none mentioned] are somewhat 
meagre, still we cannot help drawing the hypo- 
thetical conclusion that the church was rebuilt 


on its present site within the first four or fiye 
decades of the fourteenth century.” 

In a like manner he localizes the Prio 
of Tooting Bec, about the existence of which 
the gravest doubt exists, from the fact that 
the manor of Streatham was granted to a 
cell in Wiltshire of the Abbey of Bec, and 
that several blue tiles representing Scriptural 
incidents were found in a house recent] 
called ‘The Priory” in Streatham. Had 
there been a monastic building here it would 
have been a cell to an alien priory, and, of 
course, would have been suppressed some 
hundreds of years before “ blue tiles” came 
into vogue. When discussing the derivation 
of Tooting the author goes out of the way to 
stultify himself thus :— 

“ My belief is that the mystic rites in con- 
nection with the god Teutates...... Thor......and 
that the name of Tooting was derived from this, 
pesdea But although this theory is very plausible, we 
must dismiss it as untenable for several reasons,” 

The foolish old story about “‘ Dog” Smith 
being whipped through Mitcham, and there- 
fore cutting that parish out of his will, is 
carefully revived although it was exploded 
years ago; and though the preface states 
that “hundreds of books have been con- 
sulted,” there are next to no authorities 
named. If Mr. Arnold had consulted Mr. 
Seebohm’s book the grotesque description of 
the origin of the laws relating to folk-land 
would probably not have been written. The 
illustrations are in keeping with the book, 
being out of perspective and poor in execu- 
tion; and where the artist ventures into 
heraldry, his ignorance of the fact that lines 
drawn in different positions are intended to 
represent different tinctures is sufficiently 
obvious. At p. 69 he shows nearly every- 
thing—field, charges, and all—a consistent 
vert. Nor is the attempted blazon on p. 41 
either correct in itself or consistent with the 
sketch on p. 65. It is given as ‘‘Argent 2 
martlets and 1 [!] on 2 bends or,” and ‘Sa: 
on 2 chevrons or between a bend or [!!).” 
Whereas the sketch on p. 65 shows on 
2 bars 3 martlets, 2 and 1, and Sa., a fee 
between 2 chevrons or. The first coat r 
be for Ward, a family of which name of 
something like it, as the author suggV#2. 
the latter is Baynard, Gerbridge, Lysle. 
Malmesbury. 

We need hardly say that the Thrales and 
Dr. Johnson take up thirty-seven pages of 
the whole book, which contains literally 
nothing new about the parish. 








The History of Selkirkshire; or, Chronicles 
of Ettrick Forest. By T. Craig-Brown. 
2 vols. (Edinburgh, Douglas.) 


Harpy in the three kingdoms is there an 
equal extent of country with richer memories 
than Selkirkshire. Smaller than Middlesex, 
than all but six of the thirty-three Scottish 
counties, it yet contains within its narrow 
bounds almost all the old Forest of Ettrick; 
St. Mary’s Loch; the whole course of the 
Yarrow, “ fabulosus as ever ay a ”; the 
vale of Ettrick, where the ‘ Shepherd” 
was born and lies buried; the birthplaces, 
too, of Laidlaw and Mungo Park, of the 
‘Flower of Yarrow” and Alison Rutherford; 
Ashiesteel, where Scott wrote ‘ Marmion’; 
the scenes of the ballads of ‘The Douglas 
Tragedy,’ ‘The Dowie Dens,’ ‘The Outlaw 
| Murray,’ and ‘ Young Tamlane’; the battle- 
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field of Philiphaugh ; and the ruins or sites 
of the castles and peel-towers of Newark, 
Dryhope, Tushielaw, Oakwood, and Buc- 
deuch. ‘ Willie’s rare and Willie’s fair,” 
Hamilton of Bangour’s “ Busk ye, busk ye, 
my bonnie, bonnie bride,’ Logan’s exquisite 
‘ Braes of Yarrow,’ and the ‘Three Yarrows’ 
of Wordsworth—what river in all Drayton’s 
‘Polyolbion’ has a fairer garland of min- 
strelsy ? What mountain ever was more 
finely written of than Minchmoor by Dr. 
John Brown? . 

Suppose that for this one should substi- 
tute: ‘‘The county of Selkirk is chiefly 
famous for its Farmers’ Club, founded in 
1806; for the long rolls of the deacons of 
its eight incorporated trades ; for the exem- 
plary services of Mr. Town-clerk Waugh; 
for Lunardi’s descent near Alemoor—balloon 
yoyage twice worthy of record ; for the visit 
of Prince Leopold in 1819; and for the 
elegant bridge at Ashiesteel, erected in 
1848.” Such a paragraph might be a libel 
on Mr. Craig-Brown’s ‘ History’ as a whole, 
but not on a large percentage of its thousand 
pages save one. As the German proverb 
has it, ‘‘One cannot see the Forest for the 
leaves.” Then, big as the work is, it has 
not one word to say as to the when and 
wherefore of Hamilton’s and Logan’s lyrics ; 
it spares scant space to Wordsworth’s visits, 
and to Tibbie Shiel’s hostelry, with its 
fading memories of Wilson and Aytoun, 
Sir David Brewster, Eliot Warburton, Russel 
of the Scotsman, and the angler Mr. Tod 
Stoddart. Why, all the Yarrow ballads 
and the best of the Yarrow poems might 
well have been given in full. They would 
have taken up no great room, little more 
than is at present occupied by the effusions 
of Mr. David Thomson and of two or three 
other poetasters. 

So much of the work is really admirable 
that one the more regrets the large pro- 
portion of the trivial and the dryasdust. 
Especially good is the account of Alison 
Rutherford or Mrs. Cockburn (1713-94), 

“hor of one of the two versions of the 
posvers of the Forest.’ How pretty this, 
has o by her in extreme old age !— 
wef can this minute figure myself running as 
Bt as a greyhound, in a hot summer day, to 
aave the pleasure of plunging into Tweed. I 
see myself made up like a ball, with my feet 
wrapt in my petticoat, on the declivity of the 
hill at Fairnilee, letting myself roll down to the 
bottom, with infinite delight. As for the chase 
of the silver spoon at the end of the rainbow, no- 
thing could exceed my ardour, except my faith.” 
And how beautiful the description of her 
visit to the deathbed of the Rev. Henry 
Davidson, the minister of Galashiels !— 

“He had his fine white bushy hair under a 
Holland nightcap ; sheets, shirt, white as snow ; 
a large Bible by the bed, with his watch. He 
embraced me with fervour, and said I would not 
repent losing some hours’ sleep to see, for 
the last time, an old man who was going home. 
He naturally fell into a description of his 
malady, checked himself, and said it was a 
shame to complain of a bad road to a happy 
home, ‘And there,’ said he, ‘is my passport,’ 
pointing to his Bible; ‘let me beg, my young 
friend, you will study it: you are not yet a 
Christian’ (it was true),‘but you have an in- 
quiring mind, and cannot fail to be one.’ Then 
he prayed fervently for me, and said he was 
hasted ; blessed some particular friends; and 
bade me farewell. I never was so happy ina 
Morning as when I was riding home.” 








What the authority is for placing Hogg’s 
death at Eldinhope, not Altrive Lake, we 
do not know ; but the chapters on him and 
Mungo Park are excellent, and the latter is 
fitly vindicated from Mr. Ruskin’s reckless 
accusations of avarice and abandonment 
of duty. Mr. Craig-Brown is right, too, in 
‘‘ deeming nothing trivial that connects Sir 
Walter with the hills and dales of his 
sheriffdom ”; and one only wonders he has 
not fully described the last sad visit with 
Wordsworth to Newark Castle. On the 
other hand, the account of Thomas Boston, 
the author of ‘The Fourfold State,’ and 
minister of Ettrick for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, is wholly unsympathetic, and full of 
unworthy sneers. Boston’s virtues were 
many, and were all his own, the essence 
of the man; his dark, stern creed, like 
Davie Deans’s, was the outcome of the 
persecuting days in which his youth had 
been cast. Read in his autobiography how 
while his dying boy ‘‘ was drawing his last 
breath, he so smiled that the sight of it 
made my heart to loup. When the child 
was laid in his coffin, his mother kissed his 
dust. I only lifted the cloth off his face, 
looked on it, and covered it again, in con- 
fidence of seeing that body rise a glorious 
body. When the nails were driving, I was 
moved for that I had not kissed that precious 
dust, as if I had despised it, and I would 
fain have caused draw the nail again, but 
because of one that was present I restrained 
and violented myself.” The man that wrote 
this was something other than a presump- 
tuous Boanerges. 

The ten chapters on the history of the 
shire, as a rule, steer wisely between the 
Scylla and Charybdis of saying too much or 
too little of external affairs. The narrative, 
if sometimes tedious, neither is incoherent, 
as it too often is in local annals, nor does it, 
like one Border history, describe at length 
the battle of Culloden. Here and elsewhere 
Mr. Craig-Brown is somewhat iconoclastic. 
He demolishes, once and for ever, the “ pre- 
posterous fable” of the poisoning of young 
Thirlestane by his stepmother ; the ‘‘ absurd 
story” of Mickle-mouthed Meg; and the 
‘¢‘ audacious romance ” that, on the occasion 
of Wat o’ Harden’s marriage to the *‘ Flower 
of Yarrow,” her father bound himself to 
find his son-in-law in man’s meat and 
horse’s meat at Dryhope Tower for a twelve- 
month and a day, whilst Harden engaged 
to give his father-in-law the fruits of the 
first Michaelmas moon. He sweeps away, 
too, all the ‘‘ lies and stories clustered round 
the simple fact that Selkirk sent men to 
Flodden ”’—the Flodden flag, the Brydone 
sword, the origin of the armorial bearings of 
Selkirk. On one point we must join issue 
with our author—as to the Border peels. 
‘‘Many of these,” he says, ‘“‘were in area 
miserably small, 20 feet square being quite 
above the average. It is impossible to 
believe that the families whose names are 
identified with these places resided in them.” 
Now, Bemersyde Tower, measuring 24} by 
16} feet, can be shown to have been the 
constant abode of the Haigs; and the true 
explanation of the difficulty is probably 
offered in an old Suffolk lady’s remark 
when her brother was adding to the family 
mansion—‘‘In my young days folks lay 
much closer than now.” 

Not so much as a sentence is given to the 





Selkirkshire dialect ; but a good many items 
of folk-lore are scattered, unindexed, 
throughout the two volumes. The best is 
the vampire-like legend of the souter of 
Selkirk, who stole back a pair of shoes he 
had made for a restless inmate of the neigh- 
bouring churchyard, and whose body was 
found the next morning, rent limb from 
limb, upon the violated grave. There also 
are several stories, good, bad, and indif- 
ferent. One is of a tenant of Bowerhope, 
who, returning from a sermon on the glories 
of a better world, paused on the ridge, 
marking his picturesque farmhouse by the 
lake, and his hocks thickly dotting the hill- 
side. ‘ Ay, ay,” he said, ‘‘ New Jerusalem 
here, New Jerusalem there; gie me Bour- 
hope,” adding, as his thoughts took another 
tack, ‘‘at a raisonable rent.” 

The Catrail, a fosse or ditch, extending 
nearly fifty miles from Torwoodlee, near Gala- 
shiels, to Peel Fell in the Cheviots, and almost 
dividing Selkirkshire in two halves, is well 
and fully described. Mr. Craig-Brown is 
probably right in regarding it as neither a 
rampart nor a boundary, but as a strategic 
road between pre-existing forts. But we 
cannot for a moment accept his surmise 
that ‘Picts’ work ditch,” its alternative 
name, is a corruption of “ pickwork ditch,” 
even though the surmise be corroborated 
by an Act of Parliament of 1681. One is 
tempted, like Mr. Craig-Brown, to identify 
Trimontium with “‘ Eildon’s triple height”; 
but, according to Dr. Skene, Trimontium 
represents the Welsh Trefmynydd (“town 
on the mountain’), and must be placed at 
Birrenswark, in Dumfriesshire. 

Indeed, the etymologies and the Latin 
quotations would have benefited by com- 
petent revision. Barbican is derived from 
‘* Celtic bar, before, and dacha, to enclose ”’ ; 
whilst in connexion with the name Ettrick 
we are gravely informed that, ‘‘ considering 
the affinity proved to exist between Aryan 
and Celtic, it may not be out of place to 
note that a river Atruck flows westward into 
the Caspian Sea.” On p. 5 “‘predandi 
precandive [? canitendieny stratagemata ” 
is rendered ‘‘ stratagems in war or foray ”; 
and on p. 138 there is another mistransla- 
tion from Bishop Lesley. On p. 75 ‘cum 
ordinasset viros sagittarios” is Englished 
by “while giving orders to the archers” ; 
and on p. 377 we find “ curarit”’ for curavit, 
and four Latin hexameters printed as prose. 

A word as to the illustrations, which vary 
in value fully as much as the text. The 
landscapes are poor, that of Buccleuch being 
scarcely recognizable. The portraits are 
good, especially the etching of Lord Alemoor. 
And the highest praise is due to both printer 
and map-maker. 

With all its defects the ‘History of 
Selkirkshire’ is among the best, is per- 
haps the very best, of our Scottish county 
histories — no high commendation this, 
seeing how bad most Scottish county his- 
tories have been. But had its author only 
recognized that the half is often better 
than the whole, had he cut down his work 
to the size (say) of Mr. Rye’s recent ‘ His- 
tory of Norfolk,’ then he might have pro- 
duced—he would, we feel sure, have pro- 
duced—a work of unrivalled charm. There 
yet is time. These costly quartos are 
limited to an issue of 250 copies; their 
readers must be necessarily few. Let Mr. 
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Craig-Brown himself, then, give to the 
world, not merely to those interested in 
Sundhope or Newburgh or Hutlerburn, the 
book still wanting on this haunted forest- 
land, where, in words of the youngest, not 
least, of its poet sons, 
A mist of memory broods and floats, 
The Border waters flow ; 
The air is full of ballad notes 
Borne out of long ago, 








The Pickwick Papers. Jubilee Edition. Edited 
by Charles Dickens the Younger. 2 vols. 
(Macmillan & Co.) 

WE received the announcement of these 

volumes with great pleasure. It seemed to 

be most appropriate that a permanent and 
final edition of the great novelist’s most 
famous work should be issued to the world 
by his eldest son and namesake just fifty 
years after its first appearance. Some doubts 
arose, however, when we saw that this 

Jubilee Edition was to be published by 

Messrs. Macmillan & Co., and not by 

Messrs. Chapman & Hall, the original pub- 

lishers; but we presumed that arrangements 

had been made for the use of the original 
plates. 

We regret to say that our anticipations 
were entirely wrong. The original illustra- 
tions do not appear, and the edition is not 
worthy of the fame of Dickens. The ideal 
jubilee edition should have been well printed 
on good paper of the size of the original 
edition ; the green covers should have been 
reproduced, the four notices accurately re- 
printed, the original illustrations carefully 
printed from the original plates, such 
original sketches as were available fac- 
similed, the suppressed Buss plates repro- 
duced, the best of the numerous later 
illustrations added, a short and accurate 
history given of the circumstances attending 
the writing and the illustrating of the book, 
and a complete bibliography compiled by 
some competent person. This is what we 
hoped for. 

The actual Jubilee Edition is fairly 
printed on tolerably good paper, and contains 
an interesting letter from Mr. Walter Besant 
on the well-known ‘ Pickwick Examination 
Paper’ of C. 8. C., and a geod account of 
poor Seymour’s absurd claim to have been 
the inventor of the literary part of the 
‘Pickwick Papers’; but here our praise 
must end. Its size is too small to allow of 
the original plates being reproduced, and 
their absence is not compensated for by the 
pretty, but feeble woodcuts which take their 

lace; the editor has done his work care- 
essly, and has evidently none of the biblio- 
grapher’s reverence or love for accuracy 
and detail ; his notes are neither interest- 
ing in themselves nor in any special way 
elucidatory of the text. The so-called fac- 
similes of the wrapper and title-page of the 
original edition not only are (as was ne- 
cessary) smaller than the originals, but are 

(as was not necessary) not even accurately 

copied. If Mr. Dickens had looked at the 

copy of the original edition for which, as 
he records in his introduction, 28/. were 
paid by his friend Mr. Burgess last year, he 
would, we are convinced, have found that 
the original wrapper of ‘‘ No. 1” bore the 
words ‘‘ With four Illustrations by Sey- 
mour,” not, as he gives it, “‘ With Illustra- 
tions’; while Phiz is not printed in inverted 





commas on the title-page of any copy of 
the first edition that we have met with. 
These are small matters, mentioned only to 
show how this edition differs from the ideal 
edition. Again, the original notices are 
here printed, and most interesting they will 
prove to those who do not possess the ori- 
ginal book as issued in numbers, but they 
must surely have been taken down in short- 
hand for the printer ; for capital letters are 
misplaced and omitted, and the punctuation 
(even that of the anonymous letter given in 
the notice issued with the third number) is 
altered and spoilt. In short, Mr. Dickens 
has signally failed in his attempt to do 
honour to his father’s work by his Jubilee 
Edition, but we trust that his failure may 
not prevent the issue of another and really 
final and satisfactory edition on the lines 
indicated above.

Reminiscences of a Country Journalist. 
Thomas Frost. (Ward & Downey.) 


Mr. Frost has already published so much 
autobiographical gossip in his ‘ Forty Years’ 
Recollections’ and other volumes, that there 
was not a great deal of general interest left 
for him to tell. This volume, however, is 
quite readable, and in its way instructive, 
and it would ill become us to blame him for 
writing it, as it seems to have been partly 
prompted by a somewhat incautious remark 
made in the review of the ‘ Forty Years’ 
Recollections’ which appeared in the <Athe- 
neum in 1880. In praising that work we 
said of Mr. Frost’s share in the Chartist 
movement, with which the book largely 
dealt, that ‘‘ it certainly helped him to be- 
come a successful journalist.” Mr. Frost 
corrects us by showing, in the first place, 
that he had something to do with journalism 
before he became a Chartist; and, in the 
second, that he has not prospered by it. 
‘My gains from the field of labour I was 
supposed to have cultivated so successfully,” 
he says, 

‘‘have never exceeded 1001. a year, and my 
entire income from journalistic and other literary 
undertakings combined has never exceeded 2001., 
an amount which I received, in fact, for only 
one year, when I edited a periodical, wrote 
leaders and leaderettes for two newspapers, and 
was an occasional contributor to two or three 
other publications.” 


The minute account that Mr. Frost gives 
of his experiences and exploits as an author 
will interest many of his brother journalists 
and may amuse others. We venture to 
think, however, that the conclusions which 
should be drawn from his narrative are not 
exactly what he intends. It may be true, 
as he says, that there is a ‘‘ growing de- 
terioration of journalistic work,’”’ consequent 
on the excessive competition in this as in 
other labour markets, and the willingness 
of newspaper proprietors to employ as 
leader-writers and editors ‘‘ young gentle- 
men” who ‘‘are ignorant of grammar, in 
many iastances cannot spell correctly, know 
little or nothing of modern history, and 
whenever condensation is required are apt 
to make their sentences unintelligible ”—the 
said employers ‘‘ condoning their deficiencies 
in consideration of their cheapness.” But 
journalism is not always quite so poorly 
paid or so slipshod; and Mr. Frost must 
excuse us for saying that to such reckless 





== 
energy as he takes credit to himself for 
having exhibited in his “ literary labours” 
may be in part attributed the evils he com. 
plains of, in so far as they exist. 

Mr. Frost, who discusses many other gub. 
jects in the course of his journalistic ex. 
periences, tells us that he began to push his 
way in the world as apprentice to a cousin 
who had a printing office at Croydon, but 
was from the first resolved to be an author 
as well as a printer. Before he was eighteen 
he had written ‘‘a treatise on the Thirty. 
nine Articles of the Established Church, 
bristling with arguments, deistical and 
necessitarian, against every point of the 
Church’s belief,” and in his first published 
essay he ‘‘ anticipated the hypotheses which 
subsequently produced so much sensation 
in the anonymously published ‘ Vestiges of 
the Natural History of Creation.’” Less 
ambitious work was the starting of a local 
magazine, most of the contents of which 
he wrote, besides helping in the type. 
setting, and which, though it was short. 
lived, confirmed him in his devotion to a 
literary career. He soon set up a small 
printing office of his own, and, in the in. 
tervals of working for others, “ found it 
expedient to employ his too abundant leisure 
in printing the productions of his own brains 
and pen, which he could do, in the circum. 
stances, at the cost of the paper.” He 
appears thus to have been a prolific author 
before his share in the Chartist movement 
increased his fame ; and even while he was 
busy with that movement all his talents 
were not devoted to politics and social ques- 
tions. ‘The insufficiency of my gains as 
a printer to meet the cost of maintaining a 
family,” he says, ‘‘impelled me into the 
flowery path of fiction.” Serial tales, issued 
in penny numbers, being then in fashion, he 
wrote as many as he could find a market 
for, and he seems in the course of a few 
years to have turned out quite as many as 
the late Mr. G. W. M. Reynolds. To use 
his own words, he went “ into the ranks of 
the literary profession with the convieti- 
that it could be made to pay, and with 
determination to make it pay.” If Mr+ ™° 
now deplores that the trade he adoy- 
not brought him all the “ fame afd 
tune” he aspired to, he cannot rep 
himself for lack of industry. 

Mr. Frost in 1848 abandoned the print- 
ing business and devoted himself henceforth 
almost exclusively to ‘literary labours.” 
They were sufficiently various. With a little 
reporting and a great deal of ‘‘ penny dread- 
ful” writing, he combined more sober work 
for Messrs. W. & R. Chambers, the late Mr. 
Cassell, and the Religious Tract Society, 
being as apt in producing ‘“ moral”’ litera- 
ture to be issued from Paternoster Row 48 
in satisfying the requirements of “ penny 
dreadfuls.”” In or about 1858 he began to 
find further occupation as a leader-writer 
for Birmingham, Liverpool, and other pro- 
vincial papers, and editorial engagements 
caused him to reside at times in Sheffield, 
Barnsley, and elsewhere; but perhaps only 
his immediate friends will take much interest 
in the detailed information he furnishes about 
his difficulties and disagreements with many 
of his employers and colleagues, and most 
readers will think that all the blame for his 
misfortunes does not attach to those with 
whom he quarrelled. Mr. Frost is to be com- 
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miserated in that in his sixty-fifth year, 
without feeling ‘‘the ordinary infirmities of 
the sexagenarian,” he finds himself ‘‘ shut 
out from journalistic work in the future” ; 
put it may be worth his while to consider 
whether, had he been less eager to compete 
in so many different branches of literature, 
and had he thought of the quality no less 
than of the quantity of his work, he would 
now have to confess that pecuniarily his 
literary career has been a failure.

Mas. Macqvorp has endeavoured to draw 
her sketch of domestic life in sober tints, 
but Sir James Appleby, the nouveau riche, is 
too coarse in his pursuit of an alliance with 
the aristocracy, and Lady Dunsfold, the 
fashionable manoouvrer, is little less broadly 
described. Even so dull a man as Lord 
Dunsfold would hardly say, speaking of an 
author :— 

“T assure you I was completely surprised. 
She told me, among other things, that she was 
a writer, of tales I fancy, and yet she had quite 
the manner and appearance of a lady, a most 
extraordinary thing, I assure you. I have had 
one or two notes from her since, and they were 
thoroughly well expressed and what they should 


Indeed, a good deal of the dialogue in the 
volumes might have been cut out with ad- 
vantage. Nearly twenty pages of a con- 
versat!.on between Lucy Seymour, the mis- 
guided daughter of Sir James, who marries 
a arson, and an old lady whom she shocks 
With some Radical ideas, are an instance in 
oint. In the matter of poetical justice there 
isa good deal which is satisfactory. Only 
poor Marian, Sir James’s heir-apparent’s 
first cousin, who is weak enough to fall in 
love with that foolish and unamiable young 
man, is left to the uncovenanted mercies 
of marriage with an old and wealthy colonel. 

Mrs. Needell’s new novel, ‘ The Story of 
Philip Methuen,’ is richer in good intentions, 
both moral and religious, than in artistic 
instinct and accomplishment. From the 
first, and in spite of a certain ease of lan- 
guage, it is at once heavy, lofty, mystical, 
and controversial. The character of the 
hero is irritatingly impersonal, but it is 
not difficult to entertain a sort of sympathy 
forhim as we proceed, for his unreality is 
well meant and has been encountered in the 
quest of a noble ideal. The story is one of mis- 
taken, but unselfish and entire renunciation. 
It abounds in sad, even tragical events, and 
is full of subduing influences; but it is felt 
that its immense solemnity is due not to the 
effort to achieve a harmonious balance of 





matter and manner, but to a constitutional 
defect in the author. Noone seems to laugh 
in it, except from a sense of duty or to hide 
some painful emotion, and the reader on 
his part feels to the full as doleful, for 
though the characters do foolish things they 
do them soberly and upon mature reflection. 
All of them, with the exception of a gentle 
and shadowy being called Honour, are 
wrought up to, and continue to live in, an 
abnormal state of tension long before the 
real climax occurs. The heroine, a certain 
Anna, with her ill-regulated, ill-trained 
nature, her healthy animalism, and her 
passionate love for Philip, is generally con- 
sistent. Hers, it is understood, is a type of 
the lower nature, indifferent and irrespon- 
sive to higher things; but as the object of 
her life is to marry Philip, and as she 
attains it only to find him dead to her 
beauty and her love, her case is surely pitiful 
enough. There are touches of inexorable- 
ness (so to speak) in the presentment of her 
destiny, as well as in the book itself, which 
seem to indicate that the author has some 
power of conception ; but the effect is spoilt 
by a curious lack of the sense of proportion 
and a want of grasp on certain of the larger 
issues of human life. 

‘The Copper Queen’ has the distinction 
of being an American novel written in pure 
fun and without sarcasm or self-conscious- 
ness. Throughout the book there is no sug- 
gestion of the star-spangled banner, and no 
uneasy feeling that though America is the 
finest country in the world, it secretly would 
like to be a closer imitation of England. 
The consequence is that the book is at first, 
at all events, pleasant and amusing; and if 
the author had got hold of something more 
of a story to work upon, she might have 
written a capital novel. As it is she has 
been forced to desperate measures for cover- 
ing the space, even introducing the burning 
of Chicago in several chapters, and a “ draw- 
ing-room”’ at Buckingham Palace, with 
good-natured personalities, in still closer 
detail. Though the author has plenty of 
fun, she has not neglected fraud and murder; 
but the situation (not at all a bad one) 
which the fraud leads up to comes too late, 
and the murder seems chiefly to have been 
introduced for tho fun of a criminal trial 
with reminiscences of Guiteau’s case. The 
writer is seen to better advantage in her 
description of life at a fashionable girls’ 
school at Chicago, which is a clever bit of 
satire such as New York likes to indulge in 
at the expense of the Western city. 

Two young persons, who do not know 
their own minds, go half-way, one to Rome 
and Roman orders, the other to a Protestant 
sisterhood. They meet again in France, one 
on his Romeward road, the other on her way 
to a community in Alsace. Mr. Millison 
Methold falls ill, and is nursed by Cameron 
Joye’s old nurse, Ann Brindle, who keeps 
the priests at bay, while “‘Camma”’ makes 
some French acquaintances, and leads a 
charming life of novelty in a Burgundian 
country house. The author is gushingly 
French, and describes con amore the charms 
of young Madame d’Harcourt and her 
brother Capt. Hervé.: This young gentle- 
man, who, though a French officer, detests 
the service, rejects, under the influence of 
Camma’s eyes, a matrimonial alliance already 
arranged for his pecuniary benefit, while the 





unworthy aspirant to the priesthood finds 
his consolation in the hand of the fair 
Frenchwoman. It is all prettily told, though 
the author’s enthusiasm for her discoveries 
in French character is almost too naive. 
Aubrey, the Anglican curate, is an amusin 

caricature of youthful superciliousness ; an 

Ann Brindle, the Methodist nurse, has a 
good knowledge of the provincial words of 
Suffolk. As to English of a more classical 
sort, we venture to think that “to make 
a friend with” a person is not yet grammar. 

The characteristic Scottish talk of one or 
two of Mr. Robertson’s personages is, per- 
haps, the best feature in ‘One of the 
People’—a great deal better, for instance, 
than the attempted cockney talk. There is 
probably not a boy in the streets of London 
who could pronounce a sentence like this 
in a natural manner: “He ain’t bad hat 
bottom, hand likes pluck.” The ordinary 
English adopted by the author and his most 
respectable characters is rendered somewhat 
more than colloquial by such phrases as 
‘you was”’ and ‘‘that’s him,” and such sen- 
tences as ‘‘ another would survey him long 
and critically, and shake their head,” or 
‘he surveyed dandified swells dismiss their 
hansoms.” The plot of the story turns upon 
a will that is stolen, concealed, hunted for, 
burnt, and very conveniently replaced by a 
duplicate. Construction is not Mr. Robert- 
son’s strong point; but the adventures of 
his hero, a good youth tried in the furnace 
of affliction, are fairly interesting, and the 
two heroines are drawn with considerable 
feeling. 

The publishers of ‘The Youngest Son’ 
have been careful to inform the world that 
it is the author’s first novel, and this fact in 
part extenuates its crudity. Half the story 
is in the first, half in the third person, 
which gives it a somewhat patchy character. 
The scene is laid chiefly behind the scenes, 
and of the merit of the descriptive passages 
the reader will be able to form a fair 
opinion from the following specimen :— 

“Tt was the first night of ‘The Sentinel.’ The 

green-room was filled to overflowing. Miss Vane, 
looking young and beautiful in an elaborate 
toilette—‘fresh from Worth, my dear’—fasci- 
nated one stout old gentleman and two thin 
young ones in one corner; in another Carrie 
Godfrey, a large-eyed, innocent-faced, slender 
little creature (probably the most worldly-wise 
and notorious ex-chorus girl on the London 
stage), conversed in her unsophisticated way 
with old Lord Fiebelhead, who hung upon her 
every word in senile ecstasy.” 
A bluff baronet with a “plump nose,” 
largely given to adjuring his Creator; a 
vindictive barrister, with catlike tread and 
pointed teeth, round whose lips “a thin 
white line....sure signal of the rising 
storm,” used frequently to form ; an actress 
who regaled Sir Geoffrey Dauntlace, the 
narrator, with tea “in old Sevres cups and 
some cake which had been sent to her 
anonymously,” besides allowing him ‘to 
adjust a hairpin in her golden locks”; a 
Lady Lucretia Duncombe, who speaks of 
her son, a broad-shouldered young Oxonian, 
as hor “‘little baby boy”—these are some 
of the principal personages of this unfor- 
tunate venture. ‘The author has everything 
to learn, unless it be the art of irritating his 
critics. In this he is supremely successful. 

Mr. Purnell’s novel, though remarkable 
in more ways than one, is calculated to dis- 
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concert rather than entertain the general 
reader. Too vague in some respects, it is 
needlessly minute in others. We move in 
on old-world atmosphere, amongst people 
who converse in a formal and old-fashioned 
style, and yet hints are not wanting to in- 
dicate that the date of the events narrated 
is intended to be the present rather than 
the beginning of this century. Then, 
although the story is cast in the form of an 
autobiography, the name of the narrator is 
never mentioned, save once as Mr. Z. The 
first hundred pages are most promising, and 
prove the writer to be possessed of unusual 
power of vivid description. The perilous ad- 
venture of the narrator after losing his way 
in an unexplored cavern is told with vivid and 
circumstantial minuteness. The same, too, 
may be said of the scene describing the 
strange rite of aleuromancy, or divination 
by meal, as practised by superstitious Welsh 
peasantry. But at this point the mirror is 
inverted, and the story becomes the diary of 
a man conscious of the play of his whole 
psychical nature—to whom all his sensations, 
emotions, instincts, activities, make them- 
selves objects of his perceptions. The action 
of the story is arrested by a long and re- 
morselessly minute record of the torturing 
fancies and premonitions of the narrator. 
On a hypochondriac these chapters would 
not fail to exert a most disquieting effect, 
inasmuch as these strange and inexplicable 
phenomena—many of which are known to 
all of us—are noted down, not with a view 
to help other sufferers to escape from, or 
struggle against, them, but on the contrary 
to show their annihilating effect on a 
nervous nature. Further, it is to be re- 
marked that this strange romance, besides 
dwelling largely on the illusions and feel- 
ings not unfamiliar to normally - minded 
persons when overwrought, and amounting 
to convictions in those not actually in- 
sane, is concerned in the person of the 
narrator with supernatural phenomena— 
acts of clairvoyance, retrospective as well 
as prospective, and represented by him as a 
burden and a curse rather than a bless- 
ing. These acts form part of the morbid 
mental activity displayed by the narrator 
as the outcome of an entire unhinging 
of his system caused by physical fear, and 
they correspond curiously to those described 
by Mr. Sinnett as the precious privilege 
of a few gifted natures, who are able to 
perform them for the benefit of themselves 
and those near tothem. After this painful 
record is completed the action of the plot is 
resumed, and marches with great rapidity to 
its tragic issue. ‘Lady Drusilla’ is a strange, 
original, and tantalizing book. We trust 
that the new volume announced to be ‘in 
preparation ” from the pen of Mr. Purnell 
may prove to be of a less sombre character. 

It isa pity that ‘The Fawcetts and Garods’ 
was not presented in a more attractive dress. 
It deserved something better than close type 
and a gaudy blue-and-gold cover such as 
was formerly used for ‘‘Sunday books.” 
The book is well written, much pains has 
been expended upon the story, and one can 
see that the author must have given a good 
deal of study to the art of novel-writing. 
Moreover, the book leaves an impression of 
ability and earnestness for which one can- 
not but feel a genuine regard. Unfortu- 
nately, the best intentions, and even careful 





attention to principles, leave something 
which can only be supplied by genius, or at 
least by practice. It need not be asserted 
that ‘“‘ Sdimath”’ has no gift for novel-writ- 
ing—‘ The Fawcetts and Garods,’ indeed, 
shows some indications of it; but they are 
such as require practice for their develop- 
ment. Like many a novice, ‘‘Siimath’’ has 
chosen a plot of exceptional difficulty. Three 
separate stories have to be told and brought 
together so as to have their due proportion 
in the plot, and, to add still more to the 
difficulty, one of these stories has to be 
carried back to the generation preceding 
that of the acting characters in the book. 
The result is that the novel is rather hard 
to read. Though the author sometimes 
succeeds in hitting off a trait of cha- 
racter with an epigram, there is no sign of 
humour, and the book conveys to the op- 
pressed reader the sense of responsibility 
under which ‘‘Siimath” has worked. The 
scene is mainly in Cumberland, somewhere 
between the Eden and the range of Cross- 
fell, a district which might have furnished 
good material; but the author has failed to 
give a distinct picture either of the country 
or of the originality of character to be found 
there. The want of humour is fatal, and 
as to the country the author has simply 
neglected a good opportunity. Mrs. Lynn 
Linton’s ‘ Lizzie Lorton of Greyrigg,’ deal- 
ing with a neighbouring district, showed 
how much could be made out of the sort 
of material ‘‘ Siimath” had to work with.

Mr. Manvitte Fenn has written an account of 
the travels in Asia Minor of a consumptive boy 
and his guardians, one a professor and the other 
a farcical lawyer who takes snuff and blows 
his nose with great violence from time to time, 
and generally conducts himself with imbecility. 
The travellers fall among thieves both by sea and 
land, and the illustrations, which give Lawrence 
a rather German appearance, are calculated to 
impress their adventures on the youthful mind. 
An American lady has made a creditable 
attempt to interest boys in their forefathers of

the Aryan race. The stories of Kubla, Darius, 
Cleon, Horatius, Wulf, Gilbert the en 
Roger the Elizabethan English boy, Ezekiel 
Fuller the Puritan, Jonathan Dawson the 
Yankee, Frank Wilson the boy of the present 
time, all are apt presentations in easy terms of 
the manners of their different ages, and all lead 
well up to the moral, “It is not what a boy has 
but what he is, that makes him valuable to the 
world and the world valuable to him.” 

Like all little boys in stories who fall into the 
water and the fire, or blow themselves up, and 
in later youth play truant from a ship or other. 
wise come to grief, Master Teddy turns out an 
excelient man. It does sometimes happen, and 
it is better to be a pickle than a prig; but the 
moral hardly requires to be enforced on most 
boys. The nautical part of Mr. Hutcheson’s 
story is as good as usual. 

Big Otter, it is needless to say, revives our 
interest in the noble savage, of whom the writer 
of ‘The Great Lone Land’ has given authentic 
instances. Mr. Ballantyne fixes his habitat 
many miles north-west of the Canadian settle. 
ments, and he is certainly worth going far to 
find. The friends who owe so much to his 
fidelity—officers of the Hudson’s Bay Company 
—are hardy adventurers. 

Mr. Moore’s story is stirring. Will Ellistone 
is robbed of his inheritance by a forgery, the 
circumstances of which are a trifle improbable, 
is driven out in a fishing boat to sea, and with 
his friend Chris Wakefield and the old fisherman 
Clasper undergoes some strange nautical adven- 
tures, of which picking up a derelict, which proves 
to be infected with cholera, is one of the most 
original. 

Mr. Hope’s pretty book for young children 
includes, among other things, a detailed account 
of the history of Little Bo-peep. 

Mr. Whitchurch Sadler has reprinted from the 
Boys’ Own Paper some narratives of adventure 
on the West Coast and on the Spanish Main; 
while Mr. Hutcheson relates the perils of a crew 
in the Sargasso Sea, who, having been blown 
hundreds of miles by a hurricane, are finally 
capsized by a white squall, and succeed mira- 
culously in clinging to and righting the ship. 

Mr. Manville Fenn has put together an admir- 
able story, as remarkable for the individuality 
of its young heroes—the cynical Bob Chowne 
being especially good—as for the excellent 
descriptions of coast scenery and life in North 
Devon. It is one of the best books we hawe 
seen this season. It is a pity that, like most 
boys’ books, the binding is not so strong as is 
certainly desirable. 

‘Under Bayard’s Banner’ has the merit of 
quantity as well as quality. “The days, of 
chivalry” were on the wane, however, whem 
Louis XII. made war in Italy, and the 
felonious deeds recorded in this volume do not 
enhance one’s regret for the Middle Ages. 
Bayard’s figure of course stands out a bright 
exception, and the author has done well to 
revive the memory of the famous captain. 

Dr. Stables is at his best in volumes of adven- 
ture—not so happy, to our thinking, when he 
essays to give a Scotch aspect to his stories. 
What on earth is the meaning of Macleods of 
‘* this particular ilk” ? 

‘Some of our Fellows’ is a fairly written 
school story of the usual type. Pougher and 
Pierre, however, are rather unusual specimens 
of English schoolboys. It was unnecessary to 
explain that Nether Cray is not one of the 
regular public schools. 

Boys should be grateful to Commander 
Cameron for a tale of South Africa which no 
one can be more qualified to write. It is to be 
hoped it may answer in some measure the 
author’s purpose of directing the thoughts of 
the rising generation to the value of an heritage 
hitherto too little appreciated. 

Mr. Henslowe has written a picturesque story 
of the days of Monmouth and the Whig Revo- 
lution, Two fair sisters are involved through 
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a 
their lovers in the events of the time, and are 
well described. The author’s sympathies are 
with the Cavaliers, especially Ian dubh nan 
Cath, the much-abused Dundee. 

‘Every Boy’s Annual’ still lacks variety, and 
we should be glad to have less bloodshed and 
fewer pirates, and see more space devoted to 
natural history, not mere slaughter of big game. 
If Mr. Routledge must needs give us so many 
pattles, he should recount some British defeats 
as well as British victories. It is not well to make 
boys suppose that British troops are invariably 
successful, It is amusing to observe that the 
polite artist who has depicted George II. at Det- 
tingen has ingeniously tried to make the little 
king look as big as a grenadier. 

‘Every Girl’s Annual’ has decidedly improved 
since it passed into.the hands of Messrs. Hat- 
chard. The illustrations are better, and the 
letterpress shows greater literary ability. 








OUR LIBRARY TABLE. 


Dr. Gorpon Srastss having had the courage 
not only to get a caravan built for him, but to 
make a long tour in it, naturally thought that 
people would like to know how he enjoyed him- 
self, In a rather handsome octavo, called The 
Cruise of the Land Yacht “ Wanderer” (Hodder & 
Stoughton), he tells his readers how excellent 
his health and spirits were all through his 
summer ramble, and attempts to divert them 
with miscellanies, among which are imaginary 
epistles from his horses and his cockatoo. In- 
cidentally he lets fall some remarks about the 
caravan and its adventures, and after 300 pages 
comes an appendix, which at last gives some 
detailed information about the unusual con- 
yeyance. The author seems to deserve the 
credit of devising the most inconvenient and 
uncomfortable of all modes of travelling hitherto 
discovered, and perhaps the most expensive. 
It is sufficiently unpleasant when staying at a 
village inn to find that your bedroom looks out 
on tne stables, but in a caravan you must often 
sleep in the stable-yard. Two servants are 
necessary, and much of the time is spent in 
packing and unpacking. The noise of the 
lumbering ‘‘ land yacht” with its equipment is 
deafening, and the fatigue of a day’s journey 
is greater than that of railway travelling. The 
conveyance weighs two tons, which is, as Dr. 
Gordon Stables admits, too much for a pair of 
horses. When the roads are steep or rough you 
feel you are inflicting cruelty on the poor beasts. 
A tricycle is indispensable ; you or your valet 
must go on ahead to see that the road is clear 
and to make arrangements for quarters for the 
night. When the caravan was sent by rail from 
Scotland, it arrived in London with its interior 
acomplete wreck—broken glass, papers, books, 
butter, eggs, clothes, and silk hangings all 
jumbled up together and freely besprinkled with 
prvfiin oil, It is obvious, therefore, that the 
author has rightly filled the greater part of his 
book with protestations of his happiness. 

Messrs. Kegan Paut, Trenca & Co. send us 
Poverty and the State, by Herbert Mills. Mr. 
Mills writes on the English workhouse system 
ina spirit which is revealed by such passages as 
“The workhouses seem to me to belong to the 
poor if they belong to anybody.” Now the 
workhouses belong to the ratepayers, and the 
ratepayers are mostly poor or struggling people : 
the poor ratepayer is the person whom Mr. Mills 
and those like Mr. Mills too often forget. The 
author declares that “ eager philanthropists have 
tried various kinds of experiments. They rush 
here and there crying, ‘ What must be done?’” 
But this is exactly what Mr. Mills does also. 
He rails against the separation of married 
couples in the workhouses. Now married couples 
where both are over sixty have a statutory 
right to live together, and in cases where the 
guardians do not recognize this right steps 
thould be taken to force them to carry out the 
law, As regards younger couples, Mr. Mills 









seems to contemplate the setting aside of wards 
for married persons of all ages, and merely notes 
that “they might occasionally have children.” 
Surely he cannot be aware that in the East 
End marriages at eighteen (on both sides) are 
common, and that if the workhouses did not 
enforce separation the production of pauper 
children, brought into the world, nursed, clothed, 
taught, and apprenticed at the cost of the rate- 
payer, would be fabulously great. Mr. Mills 
does not so much as discuss the destruction of 
the poor ratepayer which would be the result, 
or the effect of the spurt given to the increase 
of the population upon the future of labour. 
When he confines himself to pointing out the 
evils of the poor-law system he is upon safe 
ground : he is, perhaps, not wrong in thinking 
that the whole of our poor law is a mistake, and 
that matters were better when the poor were 
left to charity and to the religious orders. 
Between 300 and 400 pages are filled by Mr. 
Mills with quotations from Carlyle, Mazzini, 
Mr. Ruskin, Mr. George, and others, and with 
denunciation of the workhouse system. The 
statement of his proposed remedies fills only 
three pages in the middle of the book, and 
discussion of them there is none. Mr. Mills 
proposes that with a double rate in a single 
year unions should purchase land of half as 
many acres as there are heads of “ unemployed ” 
in the union, should stock the land with cattle, 
seeds, and machinery, and thus enable the 
whole unemployed population to earn food, 
clothing, and shelter by six hours a day of work. 
No single difficulty, however obvious, has been 
met, no attempt made to present a budget or a 
balance sheet; there is no discussion of the plan, 
which is, in fact, as crude as it appears here in 
our summary. The next chapter is headed 
‘Some Details of the Remedy,” but it gives 
nothing of the kind, being merely a statement of 
the views of Mr. Stubbs, the former vicar of 
Granborough, such as Mr. Stubbs gave in his 
evidence before the Royal Commission on the 
Housing of the Working Class. The next two 
chapters in succession deal with the experiments 
at the Newcastle Workhouse and in the beggar 
colonies of Holland, and in these Mr. Mills is 
more happily advised, for these have, indeed, a 
certain bearing on his plan. Mr. Mills should 
have begun his book with an account of the 
beggar colonies, taken the evils of the English 
poor law fer granted, and then put the details 
of his scheme forward in such a way as to show 
its financial practicability. For example, he is 
bound to calculate the cost of land such as the 
thirty metropolitan unions would have to buy, 
and the prospects of financial success with a 
working day of six hours, with “unemployed” for 
hands, and with the dead weight of the children 
and old people to maintain. Mr. Mills admits 
that in some respects the beggar colonies of 
Holland are failures from his point of view, 
but still, as they practise something of what he 
teaches, he is so civil to them that he positively 
praises them at p. 260 for that very separation 
of the sexes which as regards English work- 
houses he condemns. We sympathize in the 
general view of Mr. Mills, which is the Christian 
view of the obligation of human brotherhood. 
We think that the English workhouse system 
will not last, and that the first changes are likely 
to be in a direction which Mr. Mills would ap- 
prove, but we cannot think that the author’s 
ill-thought-out scheme will contribute much to- 
wards that result. Mr. Mills quotes the very 
words of ‘The Radical Programme’ more than 
once as Mr. Chamberlain’s own: ‘‘Mr. Cham- 
berlain says,” ‘‘ He writes,” and so forth. He 
is mistaken as to the authorship of the work. 
Mr. Max O’Rett in his amusing recol- 
lections of school life shows a more thoroxgh 
acquaintance with England than in his other 
books. In the latter he had predecessors and 
rivals, here he has the field to himself. Drat the 
Boys / (Field & Tuer) proves, at all events, that 
he has been in every sense complete master of the 





British schoolboy. His success must have been 
partly due to his excellent command of the 
English language, though his good sense, his 
humour, and his liking for boys all contri- 
buted something. But the first essential was 
to make the boys call him “Sir,” like the 
other masters, and not class him by himself 
in a lower grade as “ Mossoo.” The book is 
written in capital English, not only correct, but 
lively and pointed in style ; and, indeed, the 
author’s French way of putting things addsa 
touch of originality to his English, which just 
suits his disconnected ma‘-rials. The result 
is that Mr. Max O'Rell keeps one amused 
throughout the not very long time it takes to 
read his little book, and often makes one laugh 
heartily. The bit of autobiography, cleverly 
introduced and excused, decidedly adds to the 
interest of the reminiscences. 


Dr. Ricwarpson has produced a clever, read- 
able work for the Christian Knowledge Society 
under the title of Household Health, containing 
many useful hints as well as counsels of perfec- 
tion. 

Lorp Brassey has published through Messrs. 
Griffia, of Portsmouth, The Naval Annual, 
whick is promised also for future years, and 
which will undoubtedly prove a most useful pro- 
duction. It has no literary merit, and contains 
a few mistakes in names and figures which ought 
to have been avoided, but no one can doubt 
either the pains taken to get together the facts 
or the value of the work thus prepared by the 
compiler. In an important article upon this 
volume we notice that a competent critic attacks 
Lord Brassey for optimism, and says that the 
chief deficiencies of the French navy as com- 
pared with our own will soon be remedied, 
inasmuch as Admiral Aube has already obtained 
the large supplemental vote for cruisers for 
which he recently asked. Not only, however, 
has he not obtained it, but it is by no means — 
certain that it will be granted him, as the French » 
Chambers are aware that although Germany has = 
let France pass her in military expenditure and 
number of men, England will not allow France > 
to rival England in the construction of ships, 


Amone the other books of reference on our? 
table are new editions of Mr. Dickens’s useful, 
Dictionary of the University of Oxford and Dic-; 
tionary of the University of Cambridge (Macmillan™ ; 
& Co.). 

We have also on our table another volume of > 
Amateur Work, a useful and copiously illus- 
trated miscellany published by Messrs. Ward & 
Lock; the annual volume of that excellent 
periodical Cassell’s Family Magazine, and of a 
still better publication of the same firm’s, Little 
Folks; and the two volumes of St. Nicholas 
(Warne & Co.), which, as we have before said, 
is quite the best magazine of its class published. 
—Messrs. Cassell have sent us impressions of the 
coloured plates in the Lady's World, which are 
far better than those we noticed last week. 

Tue British Almanac and Companion have 
been issued by the Stationers’ Company, the 
Almanac containing much useful information 
and the Companion several interesting articles. 
The long-lived Vox Stellarwm, and Gilbert's Clergy- 
man’s Almanac united with Whitaker's Clergy- 
man’s Diary, also reach us from the Company. 

WE have on our table the reports of the Free 
Libraries at Bradford, Manchester, Middles- 
borough, West Bromwich, and St. Helens, which 
all speak of growing usefulness and popularity. 
Manchester has to deplore the loss of Sir Thomas 
Baker.—Messrs. Nutt have sent us a Rough List 
of Italian works and also a catalogue of Italian, 
Spanish, and Portuguese literature,—Messrs. 
Robson & Kerslake an interesting catalogue of 
second-hand books,—and Mr. H. Gray one of 
books in foreign languages and of volumes from 
Liewellynn Jewitt’s library.—Mr. Gilbert, of 
Southampton, has also sent a catalogue,—and we 
have received several numbers of the Bollettino 
delle Publicazioni Italiane. 
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Messrs. Mansett & Co. have sent us the 
most lovely cards we have seen this year. Those 
on porcelain are charming in their way.

THE RED BOOK OF THE EXCHEQUER, 


In the first two pages of the second section of 
a work entitled ‘The Feudal History of the 
County of Derby,’ which has just been issued

“The greater part of the book is occupied with 
extracts from the Pipe Rolls......; but these are o 
small practical value, since they are neither so full 
nor so accurate as the originals, and therefore, when 
they differ, must be summarily rejected.” : 

Mo vedd it is now proposed to publish the whole of it: 
but inasmuch as the Pipe Roll Society has under. 
taken to give those portions from the original, this 
seems to be not only unnecessary, but unfortunate 
since it is always a mistake to propagate erroneous 
accounts.” 

“ The author has already given the portion of the 
Red Book which is copied from the Pipe Rolls, and 
proposes now only to give that which supplements 
it,” 

Now, if the “greater part” of the Red Book 
is, as stated above, ‘‘of small practical value,” 
how can this MS. be ‘‘a volume of rare value 
and authority ” ? 

Again, if it is true that “the author has 
already given the portion of the Red Book 
which is copied from the Pipe Rolls,” surely, 
upon his own showing, he has done what “ seems 
to be not only unnecessary, but unfortunate, 
since it is always a mistake to propagate errone- 
ous accounts”’ ! 

Will the author, or one of the two F.S.As 
whose names appear on the title-page of this 
history, explain these apparently contradictory

THE ARTICLE “SHORTHAND” IN THE ‘ ENCYCLO- 
PAEDIA BRITANNICA, 
¢4, Imperial Buildings, Ludgate Circus, Nov. 29, 1886, 

A caANDID friend has called my attention to 
the fact that in the article ‘‘ Shorthand,” which 
appears in the volume of the ‘ Encyclopedia 
Britannica’ issued recently, the writer, the 
Hon. Ion Keith-Falconer, has designated my 
‘‘Legible Shorthand” (1881) as a “ somewhat 
bewildering” system, but without attempting 
to prove in the slightest degree his unjust 
assertion. To rebut his statement it is only 
necessary to say that my system was learnt by 
a young gentleman, without the slightest diff- 
culty, while it was being prepared for the press ; 
and that lads in London offices are, to my own 
knowledge, now getting their livelihood. by it, 
and are producing work far superior in accuracy 
of transcription to that done by Pitman phono- 
graphers of the same class and experience. 

Will you let me add that Mr. Keith-Falconer's 
account of the few old authors he deigns to 
notice is disappointingly meagre, especially in 
regard to Dr. Timothy Bright, of whom, and of 
whose system, much has been discovered within 
the last two or three years? No mention is 
made of any modern systems since 1882, 
although twelve or fourteen systems have been 
published since that date. Not the slightest 
reference is made to the founding of the 
Shorthand Society in 1881, for discussing the 
principles of shorthand, or to its transactions, 
published during the past five years in its maga- 
zine Shorthand, a perusal of which periodical 
would have saved the writer of the article from 
some errors of fact, and given him a wider grasp 
of his subject. Mr. Keith-Falconer appears to 
have been inspired chiefly by Mr. Pitman's 
Phonetic Journal and by Mr. Pitman’s ‘ History 
of Shorthand,’ the latter compiled so long ago 
as 1847, and reprinted a year or two ago, with- 
out alteration, I believe, except the addition of 
criticisms of one or two of the many systems 
published since that date. There is no evidence 
that Mr. Keith-Falconer has troubled himself to 
examine the original systems, all of which might 
have been found in the Bodleian Library, the 
British Museum, or in private collections. Nots 
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goed is said about the discovery (made known 
six years ago in your columns) that what is 
commonly known as Rich’s system is really that 
of his uncle Cartwright, whose book I myself 
unearthed in the British Museum, as I then 
informed you. Mr. Keith-Falconer misstates a 
fact when he says that the only known copy of 
John Wiillis’s 1602 edition is in the Bodleian 
Library, as there is a copy of it in the British 
Museum, and many persons interested in short- 
hand systems have for some time been ac- 
quainted with it. Indeed, Dr. Westby- Gibson 
many months ago made proposals in the pages 
of Shorthand for reprinting that very book. 
Again, Mr. Keith-Falconer seems to be totally 
unacquainted with the comprehensive vowel- 
scale of John Willis, and hence draws a false 
deduction in regard to the fulness of the phonetic 
elements of the old systems as compared with 
the modern systems, in which latter he supposes 
the full elements solely exist. 

One naturally expected that the article in the 
‘Encyclopedia,’ which shorthand students and 
experts have been anxiously awaiting, would 
have been worthy of the publication in which it 
appears, and would have brought the history 
of the art down to date. Alas for human ex- 
pectations !

AZAZEL AND THE GOAT WORSHIP. 


Tue word “‘scapegoat” in the Authorized 
Version (Lev. xvi. 8, 10, and 26) is in Hebrew 
Azzl, which is differently explained by ancient 
and modern commentators as ‘‘the goat to be 
sent away,” ‘‘the goat of separation of sins,” or 
“a high summit” where demons dwell. The 
parallelism, however, in verses 8 and 10, where 
it is said that ‘‘ one lot shall be cast for Jehovah 
and the other for Azazel,” makes it clear that 
Azazel represents some pagan divinity. But 
what divinity was it and where was his earliest 
worship? The name Azazel gives a word for 
“goat” compounded with the word el. There can 
be no doubt that amongst the Canaanitish tribes 
the goat hada sacred character. Michal, it is 
said (1 Sam. xix. 13, 16), ‘‘ took an image and 
laid it in the bed, and put a pillow of goat’s hair 
for his bolster.” In the tabernacle there were 
curtains of goat hair. Prof. Sayce has men- 
tioned to me that the Assyrian priests were 
clothed with goatskin when sacrificing. On 
many solemn occasions we find the goat appear- 
ing. The brethren of Joseph killed a kid of 
the goats (Gen. xxxvii. 31), Gideon and Manoah 
prepared a kid (Judges vi. 19; xiii. 15). The 
prohibition in Exodus xxiii. 19 and elsewhere, 
“Thou shalt not seethe a kid in his mother’s 
milk,” has, no doubt, something to do with a 
pagan worship. The locality En Gedi (Joshua 
xy. 62 and elsewhere), ‘‘ fountain of the kid,” 
refers toa locality where the kid was worshipped. 
The proper names of Gadi (2 Kings xv. 14, 17), 
and more éspecially Gadi-el (Numbers xiii. 10), 
refer to the same fact. Perhaps the names of 
Gad, and of the divinity of the same name in 
Isaiah Ixv. 11, (A.V. ‘‘that troop,” translated by 
some “ Fortune”), are also connected with the kid. 
For comparison’s sake I shall mention the Greek 
aiyis, which the artists interpreted to mean the 
goatskin cloak of Athena. Compare also the 
sacred wild goats connected with the shrine of 
Artemis in Prof. Robertson Smith’s ‘Kinship 
and Marriage in Early Arabia’ (Cambridge, 
1885), p. 194, and the tribe of Anz (goat), p. 199. 

The worship of he-goats (Sair) is specially 
mentioned in 2 Chron. xi. 15, “ And he ordained 
him priests for the high places,and for the Seirim” 
(A.V. “ devils,” others translate “satyrs”); and 
the service in which the two goats played the 
chief part was especially directed against the 
Worship of the Seirim, as it is said Lev. xvii. 7, 
And they shall no more offer their sacrifices unto 
devils” (lit. goats). In Isaiah xiii. 21 and xxxiv. 
14 the Sair (goat) becomes, as is usually the case 
with idols, satyrs. It was in the land of Edom, 


and more especially in Seir, that, I believe, 
the goat worship existed primitively, and hence 
the name of Seir is perhaps derived. I should 
not like to venture to take Esau, who is called 
the man Sair (Gen. xxvii. 11, A.V. “a hairy 
man ”), in connexion with the land of Seir ; for 
in that case I should have to take the word halaq 
(ibidem, A.V. “a smooth man”) asa proper name 
also, and Jacob would then be the man of Halagq, 
another Edomite province (Joshua xi. 17; xii. 
7). It is remarkable that in the history of Esau 
and Jacob ‘‘ the skins of the kids of the goats ” 
possess a great importance. Azazel, ‘‘ goat-el,” 
would therefore, according to my opinion, repre- 
sent the goat divinity to whom one of the goats 
was sent laden with sins, He was first handed over 
to a man of the god Ata (Lev. xvi. 21, A.V. “‘a 
fit man ”), whose worship was carried on in the 
land of Gazerah (ibidem, 22 ; T'a(npa, 1 Mace. iv. 
15; A.V. “not inhabited”). Ata was a divinity 
known in Syria (Sayce in the Trans. of 
Society of Biblical Archeology, vii. 2, pp. 259, 
260), and forms part of the name ’Arépyaris. The 
name occurs also in the proper names of men, 
Atay (1 Chron. ii. 35 and elsewhere), Utay (Ezra 
v. 18), Ata-yah (Neh. xi. 4), and, according to the 
ingenious conjecture of M. Joseph Halévy, also 
in the name of the locality Ittah-kazin (Joshua 
xix. 13), which means “ the master Atah,” similar 
to Shimron-meron (Joshua xii. 20), ‘‘ Shimron 
our master.” Possibly Jsh in itay stands 
for baal,.and thus we should have the Baal 
of itay. Indeed, ish and baal are identical 
in Hosea ii. 18. Ish has also a mytholo- 
gical meaning in Gen. iv. 23; and possibly the 
name of Yishai (Jesse), which we find in 1 Chron. 
ii. 13 as ishai, may mean ‘‘ of the tribe belonging 
to Ish.” Compare the name of Ithai and its com- 
pounds Ithiel and Ethbaal. 

The sacrifice of the two goats seems not to 
have been performed during the period of the 
Second Temple, for otherwise Josephus would 
have given more particulars aboutit. What the 
Mishnah (Yoma vi.) reports on it cannot be taken 
as historical. We learn only from it that the Aza- 
zel was considered by the tradition of the Rabbis 
to be a steep mount, which is called Tsook. 
In the book of Enoch Azazel is turned into a 
demon. The idea of the Azazel sacrifice rests 
upon an early document, perhaps taken from 
Edomite literature, although the actual wording 
may be of a late date. A. NEUBAUER. 








THE SUCCESSORS OF NEWBERY. 


For many years the name of this house has 
been associated, as all the world knows, with 
books for the young, and so firmly fixed is the 
idea that the imprint of Griffith, Farran & Co. 
necessarily connotes a juvenile book, that even 
the critics have on occasions failed to discrimi- 
nate, and have dismissed books intended for 
older readers with a disparaging notice, because 
they started with the assumption that the books 
were gifts for the young. We have been silent 
under this hardship for many years, consoling 
ourselves with the reflection that it was a tribute 
to our world-wide reputation as purveyors of 
literature for children. But as we have in the 
past few years very much extended our opera- 
tions, and have entered other fields than that of 
juvenile book publishing, we cannot but feel that 
the time has come when we should enter a pro- 
test, both on our own behalf and in the interests 
of the public, who are likely to be misled by 
criticisms such as those to which we refer. 

And we are sorry to say that it is a review in 
your own columns that has tempted us to break 
silence at last. In your issue of the 6th of 
November you notice two books in our half- 
crown series of novels—a series that was in- 
augurated a few months back by the publication 
of Henri Greville’s ‘Cleopatra.’ One, ‘The 
Syren,’ by Cecil Medlicott, is rightly classed 
among your novels of the week, and reviewed 
there ; the other, ‘ Twice Married,’ by S. Carton, 








which is almost identical in get-up and exterior 


decoration, is most unjustly condemned as a 
‘ child’s gift-book” in your article on Christmas 
books. Of course, we do not imply that your 
judgment of the book per se is wrong. It is the 
classification of it that works the injustice. 

But you are not alone in this error. The Spec- 
tator the following week, writing of the same 
book, says, ‘‘If this is meant for a book of the 
season to please and instruct young readers, we 
must call it a mistake.” No one can fail to see 
how damaging and unfair such criticism must 
be, both to the books themselves and to our 
reputation as publishers of books for the young. 

Of course, it would be unreasonable to expect 
editors and reviewers to be infallible, but it is 
not, we hope, unreasonable to ask that when 
they misrepresent facts, however slightly and 
however unintentionally, they shall do what 
they can to remedy the evil which may have 
been caused thereby; and we think that the best 
way of doing so in this case would be the in- 
sertion by you of this gentle protest from

Mr. GrapstoneE has written the following

** Having finished ‘ Neera,’ I cannot refrain 
from saying that it seems to me a really remark- 
able book, with great uprightness of aim, signal 
power of drawing character, and a great faculty 
of writing, though here and there there is some 
slight carelessness. Several of the scenes are 
in my judgment of singular power. The author 
is unknown to me, but he ought to make his 
mark. I did not believe it was possible to make 
a reader feel so much interest in that uninterest- 
ing period, or so completely to realize the 
Roman life individual and social.” 

Tue publication by the Harleian Society 
of a rival edition of Col. Chester’s Marriage 
Licences (see last week’s Atheneum) has led 
Mr. Quaritch to issue a circular in which he 
uses strong language against his competitors. 
The Harleian Society certainly managed to 
keep its counsel well, and sprang its mine 
with some dexterity. It is a very pretty 
quarrel, and has had at any rate this good 
effect, that it has goaded Mr. Quaritch into 
printing Col. Chester’s Oxford Matricula- 
tions straight off, so as not to be caught 
napping again. As there are 125,000 
entries, the undertaking is a big one.

Tue seventh volume of the Pipe Roll 
Society’s publications will, it is hoped, be in 
the hands of members in a week or two. 
The text of the Pipe Roll of the tenth year 
of Henry Il. (a.p. 1163-4) is printed off 
and indexed, and the issue of the volume is 
only delayed for a few days in order to 
include in it an interesting account of the 
“dot” system of the Exchequer, which has 
been prepared by Mr. Hubert Hall, of the 
Public Record Office, as a supplement to his 
‘System of the Exchequer,’ which was given 
in the third volume of the Society’s pub- 
lications. The roll for 11 Henry II. is also 
in type, and will probably be sent out early 
next year. 

Tue Park Rolls, which should contain 
further information with regard to the 
Chaucer discovery dealt with in our issue 
of the 20th ult., have not yet been traced. 
It appears that the Park estate at North 
Petherton is now in the possession of Mr. 
Nation, and application will be made to him 
on the subject. It is, however, quite pos- 
sible that the rolls still remain with the 
Acland family, in whose hands they seem to 
have been in 1791. The present baronet of 
that name is the grandson of the Sir Thomas 
Acland referred to by Collinson. 

Wrrm a view to facilitate the researches 
now being undertaken for the purpose of 
determining the relationship, if any, between 


Geoffrey Chaucer, the poet, and Thomas 





Chaucer, the Speaker of the House of | 
Commons, Mr. Walter Rye proposes to 
bring together all the notices of this Thomas. | 
It would appear from Nicolas’s ‘ Agincourt 
Roll’ that there were at least two Thomas 
Chaucers who were men of position at the | 
period in question. 


In connexion with the forthcoming Anglo- 
Jewish Historical Exhibition it is proposed 
to publish the complete collection of Hebrew 
“ Starroth ” (bonds, deeds, &c.) which has 
been made by Mr. M. D. Davis. These 
are the oldest in existence, and will throw 
considerable light on the early history of the 
Jews in this country. 

Tue Record Committee of Derbyshire, 
appointed by the October Quarter Sessions, 
has resolved on the publication by subscrip- 
tion of the salient points of the voluminous 
muniments of the county, from the time of 
Queen Elizabeth downwards. The publi- 
cation will probably take the form of two 
quarto volumes. Messrs. Bemrose & Son 
will be the publishers, and the editing 
has been entrusted to the hands of the Rev. 
Dr. Cox. 

Tue second edition of the life of Bishop 
Hannington (which we reviewed a fortnight 
ago) will contain a facsimile of a sketch by 
the bishop of the hut in which he was con- 
fined. It is taken from his sketch-book, 
which was recovered at the same time as 
his last diary. The first edition of the life, 
consisting of 1,500 copies, was disposed of 
in a fortnight. 

Messrs. Macuirtan & Co. will publish 
immediately a volume to be entitled ‘ Al out 
Money: and other Things,’ by the author 
of ‘John Halifax, Gentleman.’ 

H.E. Rustem Pasua, the Ottoman Am- 
bassador here, has on behalf of the 
Sultan presented to the British Museum 
Library a large collection of Turkish 
books handsomely bound. These are partly 
reprints of standard works in history 
and partly new works illustrative of the 
modern school of literature. The object is 
to complete the valuable series in our national 
library, which is also rich in MSS., and 
thereby to promote the study of the Turkish 
language and literature in this country, 
which is a special object of H.S.M. Among 
them is a translation into Turkish of ‘ Robin- 
son Crusoe,’ which makes an addition to 
the Museum series of copies of that work. 


Pror. Gratz, the historian of the Jews, 
will probably visit England during the 
spring. It is expected that he will read a 
paper in connexion with the Anglo-Jewish 
Historical Exhibition. 

Messrs. Swan SonnenscuEin & Oo. will 
shortly publish a work on the ‘ Principles of 
the History of Language,’ by Profs. Her- 
bert A. Strong and Kuno Meyer, of the 
University College, Liverpool. The book 
is based upon Prof. Hermann Paul’s ‘ Prin- 
cipien der Sprachgeschichte,’ but is illus- 
trated by the use of English analogies. 

Mr. B. L. Farszon’s new story ‘The 
Nine of Hearts’ is to be translated into 
German. 

Tue first volume of the long expected 
manual edition of the Septuagint, based 
on the Vatican MS., with the variations of 
the other principal uncials, edited by Dr.

Mr. Josern Barn will contribute to the 
Genealogist for January, 1887, a paper on 
Sir Adam Gurdun, of Selborne, dealing with 
thesupposed great longevity of this personage, 
which so puzzled the historian of Selborne 
in his well-known work. 


Tue Syndics of the Cambridge University 
Press have decided to print the Syriac text 
of the history of Alexander, translated from 
the Greek of the pseudo-Callisthenes, together 
with an English translation, notes, descrip- 
tion of MSS., &c., by Mr. E. A. Wallis 
Budge, M.A., of the British Museum. The 
text has been prepared from five MSS., two 
of which have been recently acquired by 
him. These contain new and important 
readings. 


Count Pisani has lately died at the age 
of eighty-three in Constantinople. But little 
notice has been accorded to him. He be- 
longed to a Perote family, several members 
of which were in the English service, being 
accomplished Turkish scholars. A brother 
was the author of a large Turkish dictionary 
in MS., to which he devoted his life. Count 
Pisani was, under Sir Stratford Canning 
in 1822, on our diplomatic staff at the 
Congress of Verona, of which he was most 
probably the last survivor, and on which he 
had collected memoirs. For many years, 
under the title of archivist, he was the 
confidential officer of the ambassador. He 
retired in 1876 with a pension of 70U/. a 
year, his service dating from 1819. 


Tue Sixth Congress of the Society of 
French Teachers is to be held in the second 
week in January. There are to be two 
meetings—one in London under the auspices 
of M. Waddington, the other in Oxford, 
with the Master of Balliol in the chair.

The Ivory King: a Popular History of the 
Elephant and its Allies. By C. F. Holder. 
(Sampson Low & Co.) 


Tas is an interesting and useful book, 
dealing with a subject which is attractive to 
young and old, to anatomists and to out- 
door naturalists, and, as we know in Eng- 
land, to every man, woman, or child of a 
sentimental disposition. 

Mr. Holder tells his story in a direct and 
simple manner, not forgetting any one of the 
many aspects under which the elephant is in- 
teresting. In view of the conditions which 
he has laid down for himself it would be 
ridiculous to complain that he does not give 
allthe anatomical details which are to be 
found in text-books ; and the only cause of 
quarrel that we have with him is that the 
bibliography which he appends is practic- 
ally useless. In justice it must be added 
that there is a note to the effect that ‘‘ we 
regret that the material comprising this 
bibliography has come to us in such an im- 
perfect state”; it would be superfluous to 
point out its numerous errors, and it will be 
better to suggest that in a future issue the 
ery bibliography be cancelled and re- 
laced. 

Mr. Holder does not forget that a history 
of the elephant would be incomplete without 
an account of the mammoth ; and the plate 
which he gives of the St. Petersburg 
Museum, in which a stuffed Asiatic elephant 
and its skeleton are placed by the side of 
the mammoth, is an excellent object lesson 
in favour of placing recent and fossil animals 
in the same gallery of a natural history 
museum. 

It is difficult to refrain from quotations 
where so much of interest is before us; the 
following paragraph will give a good idea 
of the author’s manner and matter :— 

“As long ago as the time of Pliny, elephants 
were observed studying their lessons, if so we 
may term it. This ancient author tells us that 
a elephant, having been punished for his in- 
aptitude in executing some feat which he was 
required to learn, was observed at night en- 
deavouring to practise what he had vainly 
attempted during the day ; and Plutarch con- 
firms this by mentioning an elephant who 
om his theatrical attitudes alone by moon- 
ig hag 

There are chapters on the elephant at 
work, in the arts, in pageantry, and in war, 
ad Jumbo, of course, has a chapter to 
himself; but we are not told—what pro- 
bably was not known when the book was 
written—that the organ which the Daily 
Telegraph called the ‘mighty heart’ of 
Jumbo weighed, after death, forty pounds, 








the human heart, we may remind the 
reader, weighing at most eleven ounces. 
With regard to this colossal creature the 
following measurements have been lately 
published in Ward’s Natural Science Bulletin. 
He measured from the sole of the forefoot to 
the top of the back between the shoulders 
12 ft.; his greatest circumference was 18 ft.; 
his head, behind the eyes, had a circum- 
ference of 10 ft. 4in.; the circumference of 
the forefoot was 5 ft. 7 in.; the length of 
trunk 5 ft. 1lin.; and the greatest width 
of ear 5 ft. 5 in. 

In his preface the author remarks on the 
danger of extermination which seems to 
threaten the elephant. Were this to happen 
President Lincoln’s answer to the offer of a 
present of elephants from the King of Siam, 
that they could be of no use except to stamp 
out the rebellion, would seem gruesome 
enough to the billiard player and the child 
no less than to the naturalist. But with the 
regulations now in force in India there is no 
present likelihood of such a disaster, so far, 
at any rate, as the Asiatic elephant is con- 
cerned.

ASTRONOMICAL NOTES. 


Ir will be remembered that Mr. J. E. Gore, 
F.R.A.S., of Beltra, Ballysodare, Ireland, 
noticed on the 13th of December, 1885, a red- 
dish star of about the sixth magnitude near 
x' (54) Orionis (following that star by about 
1™ 26° and of 6’ smaller northern declination), 
which, not being able to find it in any star cata- 
logue or in the Bonn maps, he suspected to be 
either a new star or a remarkable variable. An 
examination of its spectrum showed that it pro- 
bably belonged to the latter class, and later 
observations have clearly established that it 
really is a regularly variable star with a period 
of about a year. In July the magnitude had 
diminished to below the twelfth ; but Mr. Espin 
observed it on the 14th of September, and found 
that it had then considerably increased in bright- 
ness again. The magnitude was nearly equal to 
the ninth; and by the end of October M. Dunér, 
of Lund, estimated it as about 8}. It is still 
increasing, and will probably arrive at another 
maximum in the course of the present month, 
Mr. Gore having discovered it when nearly at its 
brightest last December. Careful observations 
during the coming winter are important to estab- 
lish the exact period of this interesting star and 
the course of its mutations of brightness, M. 
Dunér thinks the period amounts to about 360 
days, whilst Herr F. Schwab, of Klausenburg 
(who has also made several observations of the 
star), considers it more likely that this exceeds 
a year by a week or two. 

Messrs. George Philip & Son send us a * Re- 
volving Planisphere,” which by a simple con- 
trivance indicates the stars visible in and near 
London for every hour in which absence of day- 
light and clearness of sky enable them to be so. 
The principal stars round the north pole as a 
centre and extending to 28° south declination 
are mapped in white on a dark ground; over 
this is a disc with an elliptic aperture, easily 
turned by handles, and round it the twenty- 
four hours are marked, whilst on the cir- 
cumference of the star-map are marked the 
months and days of the year. By turning 
the disc till the hour coincides with any 
particular day, that portion of the heavens is 
uncovered which is visible on that day at the 
hour in question. The arrangement is useful 
for those who desire to learn the principal stars 
and constellations, and handy also for amateur 
astronomers, who may often wish to ascertain 
at a glance what part of the stellar sky is visible 
at an hour when they purpose to look for some 
special celestial object. 





ANTHROPOLOGICAL NOTES. 


A PAPER by Mr. O. Staniland Wake ‘On 
Marriage by Capture’ was read at a meeting of 
the Athenzeum Society on November 1lth. He 
considered that the consent of the female was a 
much more important element in the arrange- 
ments for marriage than the late Dr. J. F. 
McLennazn, in his classical work on the question, 
had been disposed to allow. Me held, therefore, 
that the theory that ceremonial capture was a 
survival of an earlier system of abduction was 
not probable, especially if such symbolical cap- 
ture is held to be essential to the validity of the 
marriage. A hostile abduction is not likely 
either to give any special sanction to marriage 
or to be commemorated as a thing worthy of 
remembrance ; and a simulated abduction would 
not be credited with virtues the actual abduction 
did not possess. The capture is really a trans- 
ference of the wife from her own clan to that 
of her husband, and the practice exists chiefly in 
tribes where descent is traced through the male, 
The bride-chase and the ceremonial sham fight, 
where the result in capture was a foregone con- 
clusion, became in effect a means by which the 
consent of the bride and of her friends to her 
becoming a member of the husband’s tribe and 
adding to it her future offspring was evidenced 
and made matter of notoriety, which is an im- 
portant consideration among peoples who have 
no written records. Abduction has no relation 
to the consent of the female herself or her rela- 
tions. Ceremonial capture has, and gives the 
opportunity to the female of either refusing the 
marriage or publicly acknowledging it, and to 
her relations of notoriously ratifying it. 

Dr. Jacquinot has deduced from the reports 
of the Commission on Historical Monuments 
appointed by the French Government in 1879 
that the total number of megalithic monuments 
reported to exist in France was 6,310, of which 
3,440 were dolmens, 1,581 menhirs, 45 align- 
ments, 456 cromlechs (206 of these being in the 
Haute Garonne alone), and the remainder mega- 
liths of various kinds. Upon testing these 
figures by those for his own department, the 
Nigvre, he found reason to doubt their accu- 
racy. In particular, he would transfer many 
of the monuments described as dolmens to a 
class of sacrificial altars. In a paper on this 
question just published in the Bulletin of the 
Society of Anthropology he gives drawings and 
descriptions of several such monuments. Upon 
one at St. Agnan, in a remote corner of the 
department, the upper stone of which is 6:80 
métres in its greatest length by 4 in its greatest 
breadth, is sculptured a human figure, 1°40 
métres long. Upon another in the same neigh- 
bourhood, a few hundred steps distant, calied 
the Ass’s Back, deep cavities had been cut. 
In the neighbouring department of the Sadne et 
Loire are two remarkable stones, similar to the 
rocking-stones of Cornwall, upon one of which 
is sculptured the bust of a human figure. To 
the same class he attributes the Roche aux 
Loups, near Lormes, which had been previously 
described, and one in the same neighbourhood, 
called the Fox’s House, also showing two large 
cavities. 





GEOGRAPHICAL NOTES. 


Petermann’s Mitteilungen publishes an excel- 
lent map of the Middle Congo and its tribu- 
taries, based upon the explorations carried on 
in 1884 and 1885 by Lieut. C. von Frangois and 
the Rev. G. Grenfell. The map extends from 
the mouth of the Kuango to Stanley Falls, and 
differs very considerably from the older delinea- 
tions of the river. Capt. Rouvier’s determina- 
tion of the longitude of the French station on 
the Lower Nkunya or Mobangi has not been 
utilized. The river along the greater part of 
its course is of enormous width. Dr. B. Schwarz, 
who visited the German colonies in the Dobruja 
in 1886, supplies a map with some interesting 
notes. Dr. Emil Jung deals with the recent 
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famine in India. His account is based upon 
official reports and carefully written. 

Dr. A. Supan’s ‘ Archiv fiir Wirtschaftsgeo- 
graphie,’ the first part of which is published as 
a supplement to Petermann’s Mitteilungen, is 
intended to do for economical geography what 
has been done so efliciently for population 
statistics by Behm and Wagner’s ‘ Bevélkerung 
der Erde.’ The present instalment deals with 
the United States, Canada, and Newfoundland, 
and is illustrated with two maps, the one in- 
dustrial, the other agricultural. The subjects 
on which carefully arranged statistics are sup- 
plied are occupations of the people, agriculture, 
forestry, hunting and fishing, mining, manu- 
factures, and commerce. 

The National Zeitung publishes Prof. Kiepert’s 
account of aride through the mountains of Lydia. 
We are pleased to learn that Prof. Kiepert’s 
accident, of which the Impartial de Smyrne fur- 
nished so sensational an account, was nothing 
worse than a ‘‘ gentle” fall of the horse, from 
which he suffered no injury, although sixty- 
eight years of age and undoubtedly a ‘‘ heavy ” 
weight. 

Lieut. Wester, only recently returned from 
the Stanley Falls station, is preparing an expe- 
dition for the exploration of the countries lying 
between the Cameroons and Adamawa. Stanley 
Falls station has since fallen a prey to the 
natives. Lieut. Dubois was killed during the 
retreat from it. 

Signor A. Gagliardi has succeeded in re- 
covering the remains of his countryman Bianchi, 
who was murdered in the Dankali country, to 
the west of Beilul. His was a bold venture, 
fortunately carried out with the aid of a friendly 
chief without leading to a fresh disaster. 

Signor A. Franzoi, who failed in an attempt 
to reach the Victoria Nyanza from Shoa, is pre- 
paring for a fresh effort, and proposes this time 
to start from Zanzibar, his ultimate goal being 
Shoa. Unfortunately scarcely any of these en- 
terprising Italian explorers are qualified to do 
scientific work, and Signor Franzoi, to judge 
from his former performances, does not appear 
to be an exception to the rule. 








SOCIETIES. 

MICROSCOPICAL.—Nov. 10. — Rey. Dr. Dallinger, 
President, in the chair. — Amongst the exhibits 
were a microscope for examining minute aquatic 
organisms under very high pressures, Leeu- 
wenhoek microscopes, objectives made of the new 
glass by Zeiss and Powell, and some gold-plated 
diatoms.—Mr. S. O. Ridley read a paper ‘On the 
Classification and Spiculation of the Monaxonid 
Sponges of the Challenger Expedition.’ Drawings 
and specimens illustrative of the various typical 
forms were shown.—Mr. A. Dendy read a paper ‘On 
the Anatomy and Histology of the Monaxonid 
Sponges of the Challenger Expedition,’ the subject 
being illustrated by drawings and specimens,—Dr. 
Crookshank read a paper ‘On Flagellated Protozoa 
in the Blood of Diseased and Apparently Healthy 
Animals.’ He described a disease known in India 
as ‘surra,” occurring among horses, mules, aud 
camels. A parasite was discovered in the blood of 
these by Dr. Evans, and was referred to Dr. Lewis 
for an opinion as to its nature, who concluded that 
it was not identical, but closely allied to the flagel- 
lated organisms which he had observed in Indian 
rats. Five years later an outbreak of the same 
disease occurred in British Burma, and the report 
of an investigation was published by Veterinary 
Surgeon Steel, who observed the same parasite, but 
regarded it as closely allied to the Spirillum of re- 
lapsing fever in man, and named it Spirocheta 
evanst. This opinion was not accepted by Dr. Evans, 
who placed blood, stained preparations,and material 
for section cutting in Dr. Crookshank’s hands for 
further opinion. Dr. Crookshank at once dispelled 
the idea of the parasite being a Spirillum, and gave 
a full account of his observations. These had led 
him to discover an anterior flagellum, a longitudin- 
ally attached undulating membrane, and a posterior 
acutely pointed rigid tilament, from which cha- 
racters he recognized that the parasite was a flagel- 
lated monad, probably absolutely identical with the 
parasite discovered by Mitrophanow in the blood of 
the carp and named by him //ematomonas carassii. 
Dr. Crookshank consequently observed that the 
surra parasite should rather be called Hematomonas 
evanst than Spirocheta ag suggested by Steel 





Lewis’s observations with regard to the flagellated | 
organisms in Indian rats led Dr. Crookshank to in- 
vestigate the species obtainable in England, which 
resulted in his discovering flagellated parasites in 
25 per cent. of apparently healthy rats from the 
London sewers. These organisms proved to be 
morphologically identical with the surra parasite 
and the parasite described by Mitrophanow in the 
blood of the carp, and were also recognized, by a 
photo-micrograph made by Lewis, to be identical 
with the organism observed by him in Indian rats, 
though Lewis’s description and figures presented 
material differences.

ANTHROPOLOGICAL INSTITUTE. — Nov. 23.—Mr. 
F. Galton, President, in the chair.—The election of 
Mr. C. W. Rosset as a Corresponding Member was 
announced.—Prof. A. H. Keane read a paper, by 
Consul Donald A. Cameron, ‘On the Tribes of the 
Eastern Soudan.’—The Assistant Secretary exhibited, 
on behalf of Mr. J. O. Payne, nine symbolic letters 
(Aroko) as used by the tribe of Jebu in West Africa, 
—The Secretary read a paper, by Mr. T. R. Griffith, 
‘On the Races inhabiting Sierra Leone.'—The Rev. 
G. Brown gave a brief résumé of his paper ‘On the 
Papuans and Polynesians,’ the reading of which was 
adjourned to the next meeting. 





HIsTORICAL.—Wov. 18.—Mr. Hyde Clarke, V.P., 
in the chair.—Mr. C. A. Fyffe read a paper ‘ On the 
Progress of Reaction in Europe from 1815 to 1820.’ 
He showed that there were liberal as well as re- 
actionary forces active in the governing circles of 
Europe immediately after Napoleon’s second over- 
throw. In France the government of Louis XVIII. 
gained a great victory over the reactionary party in 
the dissolution of the “ Chambre introuvable”’ in 1816. 
Alexander, Czar of Russia, pursued a liberal policy 
in Poland, encouraged national sentiment in Italy 
in opposition to Austria, and assisted the better 
elements in Spain against the clerical camarilla. In 
Prussia Hardenberg was making a struggle to estab- 
lish a constitution. On the other hand, Metternich 
was working actively against all deviation from 
absolutism. A series of events unimportant in 
themselves, such as the Wartburg scandal in 1817, 
the assassination of Kotzebue, and probably a 
military conspiracy in Russia, turned the balance in 
favour of Metternich’s principles in Germany gener- 
ally. The Congress of Aix-la-Chapelle, where Alex- 
ander adopted Metternich’s methods, marks the 
definite victory of absolutist over liberal tendencies 
outside France. In France the balance, already 
wavering, was turned somewhat later by the assassi- 
nation of the Duc de Berry, which gave power 
definitely to the friends of the Count of Artois. Mr. 
Fyffe analyzed the causes of the victory of the re- 
action, attributing it to the artificial character of the 
liberalism of 1815, to the absence of any large classes 
experienced in public affairs, and to the solidarity 
which the struggle against Napoleon and the joint 
resettlement of Europe had created among the 
group of governing statesmen of all the great 
powers, Mr. Fyffe quoted communications made 
by Hardenberg and Metternich to Castlereagh in 
reference to the Lancashire riots in 1819 and to Sir 
Francis Burdett’s proceedings in London.—A dis- 
cussion followed.

ILLUSTRATED PUBLICATIONS, 


Picturesque Sketches in Italy. By D. Brade. 
(Batsford.)— Mr. Brade, whose object is to 
present to the public what he calls “the pictorial 
or impressionist [!] side of a few notable features 
of Italian architecture and scenery,” is possessed 
of a certain deftness of draughtsmanship in a 
manner analogous to that of Piranesi, but without 
Piranesi’s sentiment and noble sense of dignity. 
He draws fairly well, but not at all too well, 
and his handling is scratchy. His drawings are 
not exact, detailed, nor severe enough for the use 
of architects; while they are, notwithstanding 
Mr. Brade’s intentions, not picturesque enough 
nor agreeable enough for a popular book. On 
the other hand, they possess considerable value 
because, having been made some years since, 
several of them represent buildings which have 
disappeared before the ‘‘improver.” Among 
the buildings thus recorded are those in the 
Roman Forum and the Torre di Specchi. Of 
course, they were often drawn, painted, and 
engraved, yet it cannot be said that we have, 
even in this book, one view of them which is 
superfluous. The Campo San Paternian, Venice, 
is another desirable subject, although not a 
very beautiful one, nor extraordinarily rich in 
historical associations. It has been obliterated, 
and its site is appropriated to a trumpery monu- 
ment to Mazzini. 


We have before us Parts I. to XI. of the 
Journal of Indian Art (Quaritch), published 
under the authority of the Government of 
India. The illustrations are intended to display 
native skill at its best, and they comprise brass 
and copper ware of the Punjab and Cashmere, 
enamels, silver plate, wood carvings, Thana 
silks, Bidri ware, ivory carvings, and Moultan 
pottery, a great curiosity in its way, because 
it is made by low-caste Hindoos out of 
the most unpromising materials, with ex- 
cellent results so far as the fabriqzue and its 
ornaments, which are evidently Persian in their 
origin, are concerned. They are a little hard 
and crude in colour, outlining, and design, but 
they exhibit a welcome amount of spirit and 
freedom. The illustrations, many of which are 
coloured, were produced by Mr. Griggs, of 
Peckham, who has done his work with care and 
skill, yet in a somewhat hard, dry, and me- 
chanical manner, showing more industry than 
artistic sympathy. On the other hand, they 
give an excellent idea of the objects they re- 
present, and are due to a process invented by Mr. 
Griggs which is very cheap indeed. Perhaps 
the copies of Bidri ware are the best. Several 
essays on subjects associated with Indian art 
are interspersed with the cuts. Most of them 
are by competent writers, but many of them 
are exceedingly dull.

Of all the styles the 
Gothic is the least perfectly represented.

Tus exhibition is not up to the standard 
which all friends of the ‘‘ Old Society” desire to 
see maintained. A large proportion of the most 
eminent members have omitted to contribute to 
it, and those who do have, with some excep- 
tions, not sent favourable examples of their 
powers. Among the absentees are Mr. Alma 
Tadema, Mr. Boyce, Mr. G. A. Fripp, Mr. A. W. 
Hunt, Mr. A. Moore, Mr. Poynter, and Mr. 
H. C. Whaite. Sir John Gilbert is much below 
the mark, and Mr. Birket Foster, Mr. A. D. 
Fripp, Mr. Powell, Mr. Shields, Mr. H. Moore, 
Mr. Wallis, and Mr. F. Tayler have not made 
any special exertions ; and though Mr. W. H. 
Hunt, who rarely contributes, has sent four 
sketches, they are of no particular interest or 
value. By way of compensation, Mrs, Allingham 
exhibits a number of charming things; Mr. An- 
drewshas developedacapital picture into what is, 
in its way, something like a masterpiece ; and 
Mr. B. Bradley, Mr. A. Goodwin, Mr. S. P. 
Jackson, Mr. Marks, Mr. Marshall, and one 
or two more, are at least as well represented as 
usual. As tothe bulk of themembers, weare more 
than ever strongly convinced that the rule which 
we have long ago and often proposed for the 
Royal Academy, i.e., that no artist should be 
chosen for more than a decade, but that he 
should, after an interval of at least a year, be 
eligible for re-election, might be profitably adopted 
in Pall Mall. Such a rule would not only give 
a healthy stimulus to those who are inclined to 
rest on their oars, but would relieve the Society 
of the bad bargains whom a mistaken judgment 
or favouritism has foisted upon it. It, too, 
would quicken promotion, while the best men 
would be secure of re-election. 

We shall follow the order of the Catalogue, 
grouping each painter’s contributions. The first 
noteworthy example is Mr. W. E. Walker’s At 
Clovelly (No. 1), a broad and effective sketch of 
a sunlit angle of a white cottage decked with 
blooming roses, all freely and solidly painted. 
This is the best of many clever studies.-—Mr. 
H. P. Riviere’s capital illustrations of ancient 
architecture are redolent of the lamp, but not 
offensively so, and if not quite spontaneous are 
at least conceived with dignity, while painted 
with breadth, brilliancy, and a fine firm touch that 
is not too common. Among his best contribu- 
tions is Sketch for the Picture of the Arch of 
Septimus Severus (2), which shows the deftest of 
good handling and free sketching power equal 
to Prout’s at his best. We admire The Arch of 
Titus (24), and above all The Goldsmith’s Arch,

representation of sun-shadows and light on a 
fragment which illustrates the ruin of Roman 
architecture. 

We turn with pleasure to Mr. G. H. Andrews’s 
Interior, Munster Cathedra! (8), a most interest- 
ing church, where Mr. Alma Tadema made some 
powerful studies of light and colour. It is grey, 
solid, clear, and very rich in the warm reflections 
of light on the vault in perspective, contrasting 
with the silvery walls of the foreground, which 
are directly illuminated. To this artist’s most 
ambitious achievement we have already alluded. 
It is a large study in tempera with most of the 
qualities of fresco, and represents the Defeat of 
the Spanish Armada (145). It shows a glitter- 
ing July morning on a turbulent, but not 
violent ocean crowded with great galleons and 
galleys. Some of the former are reeling to 
their doom beneath the waves, while one 
of the latter rushes to the attack, the plat- 
form fixed before her bows being designed 
for boarders when she comes alongside an 
enemy. On our right is a Spanish vessel 
heeling over, with all her red oars fallen 
into confusion and irregularly swaying in the 
waves, because the slaves who toiled at 
them have deserted their posts. Lord Henry 
Seymour, in the Golden Lion, his cognizance 
displayed at the ship’s prow, has laid himself 
close to an enormous Spaniard, whose poop 
towers out of the sea far above the Englishman’s 
deck, while the confusion of her sails bespeaks 
the condition of her crew. The smoke and 
flame of the fire-ships mix with the canvas 
and ropes aloft, and the tall masts topple over. 
The vigour and energy of the design cannot 
be denied; the ships and all their gear are 
capitally painted, and the aérial effect, the bril- 
liant sky, and the draughtsmanship of the hulls 
deserve warm praise. If the waves were larger 
and the sea effect massed, the vigour of the 
combat would gain expression by contrast. 

Mr. H. Hardy’s Horse attacked by Lions (19) 
is cleverly drawn and painted, but a little melo- 
dramatic in design and fuliginous in effect.— Mr. 
A. Goodwin’s A Sunset (22) depicts with rare 
vigour and wholeness of expression a gloomy 
plain, the horizon flushed with lurid red, and 
over all a long dun cloud from whose lower 
fringes descend avalanches of dark rain. Le 
Certosa (222) is a glowing study in the reddest 
after-glow. In Assisi (353) the pencilling is 
admirable ; it is most spirited, and is a lesson 
in firm drawing of the direct sort.—A group 
of finely drawn and solidly painted pointers 
ensconced under the boughs of a big tree 
is Mr. B. Bradley's Showery Weather in Sep- 
tember (32). The landscape is mechanical and 
hard, and it lacks colour, finish, breadth, and 
solidity, but the dogs are first rate, though a 
little too clean. —Spring-time (38), a windmill on 
a plain, by Mr. C. Smith, illustrates his firm, clear 
touch and facile draughtsmanship, the outcome 
of years of practice. Ben Lomond (159), by the 
same artist, is highly commendable.—As asketch 
Mr, A. Hopkins’s rosy damsel dressed in white, 
standing in sunlight and picking a Bit of Lilac 
(47), is bright, clear, and very charming, although 
the girl's figure might be better drawn. The 
same artist’s Cornjield (290) is most acceptable. 
—We now reach a group of Mrs. Allingham’s 
sketches and studies. The first is The Cottage in 
the Wood (52), with unaffected figures of a young 
mother and her child at the gate. A charming 
rusticity, strong tones, and truthful colouring 
characterize the drawing. Similar qualities distin- 
guish Lucy (83), a girl’s head, a firm and solid 
example of good draughtsmanship, comparable 
in these respects with Kathlcen (360) and Jenny 
(359). ‘ Kathleen’ has all the charms of sincere 
feeling and a style which approximates to 
William Hunt's. ‘‘ Good Morning /” (306) is in 
Mrs. Allingham’s best mood. Her Lilies (307), 
a knot of flowers standing with others in a garden, 
is very delicate, could not be more solid or more 
beautifully drawn, and the colour is very pleasant. 
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white with a child, is full of taste, freshness, 
and grace. 

The Interior Courtyard of a Jew’s House at 
Cairo (56) is the more important of Mr. Wallis’s 
contributions. Its time-stained walls of white 
stone, here clad in stucco, there stripped bare, 
are surmounted by brown wood balconies of 
pierced work, characteristic of the city. It is 
made effective by light, shadow, and strong 
local colouring, solid, bright, rich in tints, and, 
if its shadows are rather hot and dark, highly 
artistic and skilful. The splendid luminosity of 
the costumes of the figures and the fine tonality 
of the whole show the powers of the artist, which 
might be employed on nobler work. He has sent 
a capital and vividly coloured study from nature 
of The Second Cataract of the Nile (120), which is 
interesting from its expanse of yellow sand, pro- 
truding black rocks, its river like blue steel, 
studded with huge angular boulders, and terraces 
of stone. The cloudless sky may owe some- 
thing to the lamp.—A contrast to the clearness 
and brilliancy of No. 120 is furnished by the 
dull and gloomy coloration, hardness, and 
solidity of Mr. J. H. Henshall’s Remembered (63), 
which illustrates a different technical method. 
It is capitally drawn and painted; in this 
respect the face is a fine study—indeed, the 
best of its kind in the gallery.—We return, in 
order to notice it along with the above, to No. 
39, which is Mr. Marks’s characteristic The Friar 
and his Fowls. The brown-frocked brother, 
type of healthy vitality and a good figure in all 
respects of art, is surrounded by his birds; a 
game cock is splendidly painted, and all its 
fellows are solid as the life, but neither they 
nor their master have vivacity of action, and the 
birds move independently of each other. Mr. 
Marks, who has remembered that his friar 
lived in a newly built house, has depicted the 
fresh stone walls with rare skill and zest; 
but the milk-pan (?) is hard and shiny. Three 
Fishers (69), coast birds grouped on a rock, are 
capital, but the cliff owes little to nature. A 
Constant Couple (171), storks at a pool watching 
by moonlight, being by Mr. Marks, is of course 
solid, well drawn, and natural in its texture and 
colours. Waiting and Watching (200), a lady in 
a blue dress looking over the sea from beside a 
low wall, is admirably solid, bright, and firm, 
but it is easy to see that she exists in 
order to accompany the tall, long-limbed, 
splendid-crested birds at her side. The birds 
are a little hard and flat, but their colours could 
scarcely be better, unless their plumage were 
fulier of light. 

As in other works of his, Mr. R. Barnes 
has painted with feeling a group of figures 
at a cottage door in The New Arrival (80), 
where a boy nurses a black puppy, while 
his approving parents look on. Only the 
boy is good. His companions are dolls.—Mr. 
©. Robertson’s Studies: Fish (92), especially the 
skate on our left, are both dexterous and bril- 
liant.—The Ebb Tide (93) of Mr. S. P. Jackson, 
a telling, but somewhat mannered and conven- 
tional picture of the Cornish coast, is (thus be- 
traying the lamp) alittle opaque in colour, but it 
exhibits rare sense of the dignity and melancholy 
pathos of the subject. With this may be men- 
tioned A Wild Sea Shore (100), slow waves spread- 

ing over flat rocks and sands, shadows creeping 
up acliff, aud grand clouds above. The sentiment, 
though not fresh, is perfectly rendered, and 
worth rendering.—A Study (95), by Mr. E. K. 
Johnson, a girl in a white dress, is telling and 
cleverly painted. Autumn Leaves (188), by the 
same, @ damsel in a white dress looking out of a 
window, is well drawn and modelled, but rather 
flat. The sentiment was easily got. We tire 
of women in white dresses.—A broad and ex- 
pressive architectural subject with figures, such 
as Mr. 8S. J. Hodson’s Haupt Markt, Tréves (98), 
is rare enough to be valuable. We have here high 
old houses, with quaint gables reminding us 
of the stems of ships which reproduced them. 
Well-delineated groups of figures surround the 


famous fountain in the middle of the square. 
—A meadow in sunlight, with a woman, child, 
and calves, called The Favoured One (101), by 
Mr. T. Lloyd, contrasts with the last, which 
needs brilliancy and glow, by possessing abund- 
ance of those qualities, and is soft and tender 
to boot, but it is thin in parts and somewhat flat. 
The same painter’s lovers in a cornfield (236) have 
much tenderness and good sentiment, but this 
work is also rather flat.—The Winchester (108) 
of Mr. H. M. Marshall gives, with much force, 
breadth, and fidelity rare in such things, a 
panorama of red roofs, smoke gleams, and winding 
streets seen from above. The flat, weak, low- 
toned, and low-coloured foreground spoils it. By 
the same are the capital Butler’s Wharf (315) and 
numerous others, any of which will repay obser- 
vation and study.—The Rendezvous (112) of Sir 
J. Gilbert, a meeting of gipsy travellers or 
robbers in a wood, is capital melodrama, and 
the landscape is highly artistic and excellently 
scenic. The spirit of Gil Blas pervades the 
figures and their accessories. In this respect the 
artist has no rival. We do not care for his more 
pretentious composition, called St. Michael (182). 
The effect of the picture is confused, and the 
half-tints are smoky and black. We think this 
is Sir John’s worst work. 

There is in Mr. C. Smith’s Montagna di 
Campione (122) a fine coast view, with a grand 
stratum of dense white clouds floating between 
the mountain tops and the sea-level. It needs 
finishing and refining. —Mr. J. Parker’s Chiswick 
(157) renders with firm drawing and in a good 
style a capital group of old houses. It is at once 
solid and rich.—Mr. A. Glennie’s Arch of Drusus 
(161) and Gateway of the Town of Massa Car- 
rara (212) are capital examples of his peculiar 
skill.—Mr. A. D. Fripp’s Criccieth Castle (179), 
the ruin on its mound, is broad, soft, and tender 
in tone.—Mr. T. J. Watson’s Surrey Cottage 
(184), in a higher key of colour than the last, 
deserves similar praise.—Mr. E. F. Brewtnall 
is improving. He takes more pains, as his Mer- 
maid (194) shows. A damsel, who has been bath- 
ing, sits on a rock and combs her hair while she 
reads a book that lies upon her knees. Her dress 
is capitally painted and drawn, though rather flat, 
and the picture is slightly handled throughout. — 
Mr. F. Powell’s Dunskey Castle (203), a fine sketch 
of a coast scene in fading sunlight, is distinguished 
by grandeur, simplicity, and breadth. The 
drawing of the rocks and water could hardly 
be better. By the same artist are Near Port 
Patrick (118) and the powerful Sunset Light 
(177), a good study of Loch Long.—Ivy Bridge 
(237), a solid study of sunlight on autumnal 
foliage and of a river between low cliffs, is by Mr. 
W. H. Hunt.—Mr. C. Robertson’s Al-Nashshar’s 
Dream (244) is an elaborate composition of many 
figures. There is a good deal of energy in the 
chief actor and his immediate neighbours, but 
the design was hardly worth the pains bestowed 
on the picture at large.—Let us conclude with 
honourable mention of Mr. M. Hale’s Study for 
a Drawing (289), an estuary in calm evening 
light; Mr. B. Foster’s pretty, neat, and un- 
usually clear and warm Highland Cottage (311) ; 
and Mr. E. A. Goodall’s Statue of B. Colleoni, 
dec., Venice (322), the breadth and good light 
and shade of which, although the treatment is 
conventional, express the dignity of the subject. 





NEW PRINTS. 


WE have received from Messrs. McQueen & 
Sons an artist’s proof of a portrait of the late 
General Gordon, as mezzotinted by Mr. James 
Faed after Mr. A. Melville’s picture. Except 
for a certain candour in the expression of the 
face, the print (we do not know the painting) is 
not particularly satisfactory. 

Messrs. Boussod, Valadon & Co. have just 
issued and sent to us an ‘‘artist’s proof” of 
a large photogravure after M. Bouguereau’s 
‘Youth of Bacchus,’ the Bacchanalian scene 
which we described when reviewing a recent 





Salon, and which afterwards had a conspicuous

place in the gallery of the publishers in New 
Bond Street. The process of reproduction lends 
itself thoroughly to art like that of the accom 
plished member of the Institute of France, 
With a moderate proportion of translation the 
colouring of such a picture as this suffers hard] 

at all, while the fine draughtsmanship, energetic 
actions, sound modelling, and academical achieve. 
ments of the artist are duly transcribed, There 
are thousands of masterpieces never yet engraved 
of which transcripts as just and good as this 
would be welcome to students of all classes 
This is all we need say of this example, except 
that it is too black, though quite clear, and that 
the size of the print is against its chances of 
success. Few can afford to frame so large a 
thing, while fewer can hang more than one or 
two such specimens. To frame it close to the 
engraved margin is the best device, and that 
artistically as well as economically speaking, ig 
desirable because it abolishes the white margin 
which ruins M. Bouguereau’s chiaroscuro, 

The same faults of size, blackness, and super- 
fluity of white margin somewhat injure another 
‘‘artist’s proof” of a photogravure for which 
we are indebted to the above named firm. It 
reproduces Mr. S. E. Waller’s picture called ‘In 
Peril,’ which was at the Academy this year. As 
with the great French Académicien’s beautiful, 
if laboured production, we have here the verit. 
able autograph of the artist. It might—although 
we do not think it would—have been worth 
while to engrave in the choicest line manner the 
learned work of M. Bouguereau, yet even then 
it would not have been reproduced with the ex- 
quisite fidelity which marks the photogravure, 
No one would have thought of using a process 
more costly than wood engraving for a transcript 
of Mr. Waller’s picture. Photogravure supplies 
all that is wanted in this case, and has furnished 
an example which will be popular where works 
of a higher kind are not likely to be appre- 
ciated. We trust this print will serve to 
educate those who like it to care for better 
things. From the same publishers we have 
twelve specimens of photogravures on a re- 
duced scale, reproducing — generally, if not 
always, in an agreeable manner—as many charm- 
ing pictures of the modern French school, such 
as M. Vely’s ‘ Entre l’Amour et la Richesse’ and 
‘Le Premier Pas, ‘ Une Noce sous le Directoire? 
by M. Kaemmerer, and its pendant called ‘Un 
Baptéme sous le Directoire.’ Being very pretty 
and very cheap, these things are intended to 
serve instead of common Christmas cards to 
convey ‘‘ the compliments of the season.” 

‘English Etchings,’ Part LXII. (Sampson 
Low & Co.), contains three capital plates, being 
‘Rouen,’ by Miss E. M. Brandard ; ‘ Rye,’ by 
Mr. W. H. Borrow ; and ‘The High Court, Cal- 
cutta,’ by Mr. W. H. May. The first, though 
the middle distance is a little spotty and loosely 
drawn, is effective and generally solid. In the 
second the foreground lacks clearness and firm 
drawing ; but the buildings on the cliff are well 
treated and good intone. The third is rather 
thin, but it is delicate and careful. The water 
is the best part of this plate. 

Part XXIII. of the ‘ Library Edition of Land- 
seer’s Works’ (H. Graves & Co ) has reached us, 
and contains proofs of four plates. ‘Twa Dogs’ 
was engraved by Mr.G. S. Hunt in a firm, clear, 
and crisp manner, so that, although it is a little 
spotty, the print is excellent. ‘Otter and Salmon’ 
and ‘The Prize Calf’ were engraved in a soft, 
full-toned, mezzotint manner by Mr. 0. A 
Tomkins. The latter, which is not much of 4 
picture, is rather heavy ; still, the plates are 
very meritorious and quite sufficient. ‘ Comical 
Dogs’ was engraved by Mr. S. A. Edwards, and, 
although it is a little weak and flat, deserves 
praise. The ‘ Library Edition,” which is ap 
proaching its end, forms an admirable memorial 
of Landseer. 

Mr. Mendoza has sent us a proof of anew 
photogravure after Mr. Heywood Hardy's pit 
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antitled ‘The Toast.’ The subject is a capital 
one for photogravure, and has been well repro- 
duced. It is a little black and spotty, but so, 
if we remember rightly, is the picture. 





RESTORATION IN SPAIN. 

] RECENTLY made an expedition through the 
north of Spain from Burgos to Santiago. Among 
the towns I stopped at was Leon, and what I 
am about to write of relates to the repairs of 
its cathedral. That Leon Cathedral is under 

pair is no new story, because the late Mr. 

Street mentions the fact that when he visited it, 
which was prior to 1856, the south transept 
had been pulled down and was in course of re- 
erection. Now the whole cathedral is under- 

cing the same process, and, as far as I could 
judge, the work seems to be done with judgment 
and care. ‘The Spanish architects are repairing 
the body of the building in a different spirit from 
that in which they seem to have rebuilt the 
south transept which Mr. Street disapproved of. 

At the same time old Leon Cathedral has 

ed away and a new building is taking its 
place. Among the regrettable consequences of 
this is the following. I dare say many of your 
readers are quite familiar with the Spanish 
church arrangement by which the altar is 
jaced at some considerable distance from the 
choir, the two being separated by the transepts 

—an arrangement whick may be seen at West- 
minster Abbey, where, as in a Spanish church or 
cathedral, the congregation gathers between the 
choir and the altar. 

This arrangement has many practical advan- 
tages besides being essentially Spanish, and I 
should say has prevailed for nearly, if not quite, 
five hundred years. Now Leon Cathedral was, in 
Mr. Street’s opinion, built by, or under, the 
inspiration of French architects, as were also, in 
his opinion, the cathedrals of Burgos and Toledo. 

I should think it very doubtful if at the 
time these cathedrals were built the Spanish 
arrangement had come to be the universal 
practice as was the case at the end of the four- 
teenth century. At all events, the arrange- 
ment was introduced into Leon Cathedral, and 
it hd the usual form of reredos, called in 
Spain a retablo, and a choir arranged on the 
Spanish principle, the two being separated by 
the transepts. The retablo and the choir have 
all been wiped away, and the intelligent clerk of 
the works told me that’ the altar was to be 
placed under a baldachino, and the choir to 
be rearranged to suit what was believed to be 
the original intention of the builders of the 
cathedral. 

Why am I troubling you with this letter? Only 
towarn any of your readers who, like myself, 
are interested in Spanish architecture, that the 
old Leon Cathedral is a thing of the past, and 
that if they go there to see it they will be dis- 
appointed. There is an abundance of architec- 
tural interest in Leon, and the repaired cathedral 
vil have an interest of its own, but not the 
interest which attaches to an historical building. 

_ Unfortunately, the same spirit of adventure 
wextending to other quarters in Spain. The 
church of El Transito at Toledo is being re- 
stored to what the architect believes to have 
been its condition when it was a synagogue, and 
the El Transito of my recollection can only now 
be seen in Mr. Laurent’s admirable photo- 


graphs, 

The cloisters of St. Juan de los Reyes in the 
ume town are also being restored. The work 
is being done carefully, but as the cloisters now 
form part of a museum I cannot see the use of 
the restoration, though I could quite understand 
the use of preserving them. These cloisters are 
OW assuming a beautiful brand-new appearance. 
they may have their own interest, but the 
interest they had is gone. 

So I venture to recommend all those who 
Wish to see Spanish buildings as they should be 





now, before the epidemic of restoration spreads 
even if the inconvenience of travelling should 
be lessened hereafter.

NOTES FROM LAURIUM. 
November 21, 1886. 

A piscovery of the highest importance has 
just taken place at Laurium. In the ancient 
silver mines from the possession of which Athens 
dates her grandeur, the wealth derived there- 
trom having enabled Themistocles to build her 
fleet and Pericles to adorn her Acropolis with 
the gems of architecture and sculpture, many 
objects have been found belonging to the 
Grecian workmen, but nothing hitherto de- 
noting the presence of Christians, except a few 
terra-cotta workmen’s lamps having in relief 
upon them the cross or other Christian symbols. 
Some members of the French School at Athens, 
when engaged recently in exploring the narrow 
galleries near the surface, at a place called Pozzo 
Anemone, between the two great workings of 
the French company at Camaresa and Sureza, 
suddenly came upon some short inscriptions cut 
in the rock, which, to their great surprise, 
proved to be undoubtedly of Christian origin. 
Whether these were records left by the per- 
secuted Christians condemned to these mines 
by the Romans, as we know they were sent to 
work in the mines of Sardinia, Egypt, and the 
Caucasus, cannot now, perhaps, be ascertained. 
The extreme difficulty of deciphering these in- 
scriptions may be judged from the narrow and 
almost impassable nature of the galleries of the 
ancient mines, such as I described them in this 
locality in a letter to the Atheneum in March of 
last year. Of these inscriptions five or six were 
identified by MM. Diehl and Radel as clearly 
Christian, very like those found in the Roman 
catacombs. Crosses appear frequently upon 
them, and they consist of Christian phrases or 
maxims, and invocations of God. They will be 
published shortly with illustrations in the 
Bulletin de Correspondance Hellénique. 

By employing twenty men for a week the 
American School at Athens has succeeded in 
completely unearthing the very ancient and 
primitive theatre of Thoricum, over against the 
town and mines of Laurium. This theatre was 
formed out of the hillside in the fifth century 
B.c., but bears traces of restoration in the third 
century B.c. The peculiarity of this theatre is 
the strange form of the cavea, which sweeps in- 
ward in a loop to the right as viewed from the 
proscenium, no doubt owing to the peculiar con- 
formation of the ground. All the seats are 
rough cut in the rock and have not been stone 
faced. A very rude low wall divides the cavea, 
cut entirely out of the side of the hill, from the 
orchestra below, partly formed on made ground, 
and another runs across where the stage should 
be. No trace of a proscenium has been found, 
this being in the low part of the hill, which 
would naturally be the first to fall away. But 
very probably all the stage arrangements were 
of wood long since destroyed. Nothing remark- 
able was disclosed by the excavators except the 
existence on the left, just below the line of the 
proscenium, of a small temple of Dionysus, and 
on the right, just opposite, two chambers cut in 
the rock (which towers high above the theatre 
on that side only), with a stone bench running 
round each. One of these square-cut, narrow, 
rectangular rooms may have been a kind of 
green-room for the actors ; the use of the other 
cannot be divined. The only relics of antiquity 
unearthed were one piece of pottery with bold 
design, black on buff; a large rude earthenware 
leaf or shell shaped acroterion, denoting either 
the poverty of the people or an early period ; 
and one piece of marble over a foot square, 
evidently part of a stele dedicated to Dionysos, 
as the name of the god is the only part of the 
inscription left visible, the rest being broken 
away. The letters appear to be of the Mace- 
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donian or Alexandrine period. The results, with 
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Amongst the more important discoveries at 
Laurium during the past few months have been 
some tombs at the new diggings inland beyond 
Camaresa. Three large vases, standing about 
2 ft. high by 1} ft. broad, figured in pale red on 
black, and several beautifully designed and 
figured smaller vases, were here found. There 
were also some spirited terra-cotta figurini. The 
most interesting object, however, shown me 
was an ancient delving hammer imbedded in a 
sheet of calamine. The handle was of wood, 
and there remain fifteen inches of it now 
- The head, three or four inches long, 

y two wide at the bottom and one thick, rising 
to a sharp point with which the metal veins 
were picked, is of bronze. JosePH Hirsr.

Mr. E. Burne Jones has just finished a 
work of a, for him, unusual kind. It is 
a cenotaph, to be erected in the church at 
Mells, near Frome, in memory of Mrs. (Laura) 
Lyttelton, who died in April last, and was buried 
in Scotland. It takes the form of a large tablet 
in gesso duro, to be set against the wall, and, 
being in very low relief, is wrought with the 
delicacy and finish of a medal. Its style is 
intensely pure and refined. Its quasi-classic 
frame consists of a beautifully proportioned en- 
tablature with pilasters and a plinth, enclosing a 
panel measuring about 7 ft. by 3ft. On the 
panel is represented a lidless sarcophagus, or 
altar-tomb, supported, as in certain Cinque Cento 
examples, by dwarf pillars with fluted shafts and 
carved capitals. The cist is thrown in perspective 
of a conventional kind, as in Cinque Cento art, 
extending far up the panel. From within it 
issues a beautiful laurel tree, one branch of 
which, slanting towards the front, has rent the 
side of the tomb, and, piercing the solid stone, 
appears in full growth externally. The sym- 
bolism is obvious. Just where the chief 
branches of the laurel part from the stem is 
placed a magnificent peacock, emblem of the 
Resurrection ; its wings are partly spread, its 
neck being bent backwards and its head 
pointed skywards, as if it were about to rise in 
flight. The plumage of the bird is a triumph of 
skill and sculpturesque propriety, rendered with 
such grace and delicacy as to combine fidelity 
with a noble style ; the difficulty of representing 
the peacock’s tail has been got over with rare 
dexterity, so that the eyes in the feathers have 
their proper effect. The spontaneity of the 
design is most impressive. A cast will probably 
be exhibited next season. 


FurtvEr promises of loans of Van Dycks at 
the Grosvenor Gallery are forthcoming ; among 
them a generous contribution from the Earl of 
Warwick, who will lend his ‘ Wife of Snyders,’ 
which will thus again meet the portraits of 
Snyders himself and his wife from the Duke 
of Cleveland’s at Raby. Lord Warwick’s 
‘Marchesa Brignola’ will meet the Marquis 
of Lothian’s ‘Marquis Cultaneo,’ and ‘The 
Children of the Balbi Family’ from Pans- 
hanger the Rev. W. H. Wayne's ‘ Spinola’ and 
Mr. Holford’s ‘ Marchesa Balbi.’

They formerly supported a church organ, and 
were purchased in Southern Italy. The caps 
comprise fleurons, with angels of rude device 
and birds pecking grapes. The carving is un- 
injured, although the work is very ancient and 
bears abundant traces of colour. Whether the 
columns were originally used for an organ rather 
than a gallery is, owing to the antiquity of their 
style and treatment, very questionable indeed.

Tue French papers state that the heirs of the 
late Baron Meyer Charles de Rothschild, who 
died a few weeks since at Frankfort, have de- 
cided to establish a museum open to the public 
to contain all the collections of works of art 
formed by the deceased, which in respect to 
goldsmithery are reputed to be the richest in 
existence. 


Messrs. Davip Bryce & Son, of Glasgow, 
have in preparation, in the original folio form, a 
reissue of the collection of George Cruikshank’s 
plates known as ‘ Cruikshankiana.’ These plates, 
of which there are upwards of eighty, were first 
published about half a century ago.

A DISTINGUISHED French painter of animals, 
whose masculine works it was a pleasure to praise, 
M. Joseph Melin, a pupil of Paul Delaroche and 
David d’Angers, died last week, aged seventy- 
two years. Until 1843 he was exclusively an 
historical painter ; at this time he began that 
line of art on which his fame rests. He re- 
ceived two medals of the Third Class (1843 and 
1855), a Second Class Medal in 1845, and a 
rappel in 1858. 

M. Epovarp Livre, a capable painter and 
excellent engraver of Paris, Knight of the Legion 
of Honour, died in Paris on the 26th ult. He 
was born at Blamont (Meurthe) in 1829, and 
became a pupil of Couture. He devoted him- 
self chiefly to archeology, and produced, with 
other works, ‘La Description du Musée Sau- 
vageot,’ ‘Les Arts Décoratifs,’ ‘Cours d’Orne- 
ment,’ and ‘The Works of Art in England,’ 
which we reviewed at the time of publication. 
M. Liévre was also well known as an ornament 
designer. 


M. Vicror Derocue, a French landscape 
painter of note and capacity, is dead. He was 
born at Lyons sixty-two years ago, and long 
resided at Montigny, near Vernon-sur-Seine, the 
neighbourhood of which place he very frequently 
illustrated in pictures, which almost annually 
appeared at the Salons. ‘ Le Matin sur la Seine’ 
and ‘La Seine & Vernon’ are among the latest 
of these, and still fresh in our memory. Their 
sentiment was usually mournful.

THE WEEK. 


Sr. JAMES’s HALL.—The London Symphony Concerts, Mr. 
Sydney Shaw’s ‘ Gethsemane.’ 
CrysTAL PALACE.—Saturday Concerts. 


CoMPLAINTs are 80 continually being made 
of the dearth of good orchestral music in 
London during the greater part of the winter, 
that any well-organized attempt to meet 
the want deserves recognition and support. 
At the same time, it would serve no good 
purpose to exaggerate the merits of Mr. 
Henschel’s London Symphony Concerts 
merely for the sake of inducing the public 
to support them, and we, at any rate, shall 
only bestow such praise as has been fairly 
and legitimately earned. So far Mr. 
Henschel has created a decidedly favour- 
able impression as a conductor, though he 
has not revealed exceptional powers such as 
those of Herr Richter, which so fascinated 
musicians when he first came among us 
seven or eight years ago. One of the best 
performances as yet was that of Beethoven’s 
Symphony in B flat, at the second concert, 
last Thursday week, and this may be re- 
garded as an auspicious sign. Mr. 
Henschel’s reading was intelligent, thought- 
ful, and spirited, and the playing of the 
orchestra was technically perfect. It must, 
however, be said that his beat is rather 
fussy, and lacking in that firmness and 








dignity which usually yield the best results. 


Still, if a complete understanding prevails 
between him and his orchestra no one hag 
a right to complain of any mannerisms ip 
the use of the baton. Last week’s pro- 
gramme included the first novelty introduced 
at these concerts, an idyl entitled ‘ Evenin 
on the Seashore,’ by Mr. F. Corder. Ip 
this little piece the composer has probably 
intended to convey the idea of the restlegg 
waters, in choosing the uncommon five-four 
measure. The music is clever and not 
wholly without charm; but it cannot be 
said to display Mr. Corder’s talent at its 
best. Miss Fanny Davies did not seem 
quite at her ease in Schumann’s Pianoforte 
Concerto. As a matter of course it wag 
far from a commonplace performance, yet 
not so technically accurate as usual with 
this gifted young pianist. The programme 
included Mendelssohn’s ‘ Athalie’ Overture, 
three numbers of the ballet-music from 
Saint-Saéns’s ‘ Henry VIII.,’ and three of 
Grieg’s songs, finely sung by Miss Pauline 
Cramer. 

Thethird concert, on Wednesday, contained 
a highly interesting programme, at any rate 
to musicians, three out of five items being 
actual novelties in London. The most im. 
portant of these was Rubinstein’s last new 
symphony, No. 6, in A minor, composed for 
the Gewandhaus Concerts at Leipzig, and 
recently performed with muchsuccess. This 
fact should induce caution in judging of the 
work at a first hearing, and our remarks 
must be taken as merely the result of im- 
pressions which may undergo modification 
when the symphony becomes familiar by 
repetition. The first movementis very lengthy, 
and it is not easy to discover a definite plan, 
the subjects, attractive enough in themselves, 
being reiterated rather than developed, and 
also mixed up with matter having no apparent 
connexion with the main design. This, it 
may be noted, is characteristic of Rubin- 
stein’s larger instrumental compositions. 
The slow movement in E major is also some- 
what vague in outline, but on the whole 
more pleasing, some passages possessing 
real charm. By far the best movement, 
however, is the allegro vivace in c, which does 
duty for a scherzo. It is brusque, and is 
marked by a kind of Mephistophelian wild- 
ness, not altogether displeasing, but as 
unconventional as possible. The ascending 
scale consisting wholly of tones, just before 
the close, is one of several singular, if not 
beautiful passages. We have little hesi- 
tation in saying that the finale is quite un- 
worthy of its place ina symphony. It has 
no intelligible plan, and there is no parti- 
cular reason why the composer should end 
when he does. Without a clear presentation 
of material, development, and summing up 
a movement must needs be rhapsodical and 
incoherent, and this is emphatically the case 
with the final section of Rubinstein’s Sixth 
Symphony. The work was played with 4 
great deal of spirit, and was warmly, though 
not enthusiastically, received. M. Duvivier's 
symphonic poem ‘The Triumph of Bacchus’ 
was produced at the Alexandra Palace just 
eleven years ago, and though fairly well 
written was scarcely worthy of revival. An 
extremely expressive ‘ Hymne au Créateur, 
by the concert-giver, was sung with much 
taste and charm by Mrs. Henschel. Miss 
Emily Shinner gave a fine and vigorous 
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certo; and Cherubini’s Overture to ‘ Les 
Abencérages’ completed the programme. 
Another eclectic, but scarcely popular scheme 
is promised for next Tuesday. We venture 
to think a more equal mixture of novelties 
and standard works would be more accept- 
able alike to musicians and the general 
ublic. 7 : 

We are not concerned with the motives 
which prompted Mr. Sydney Shaw to invite 
public criticism of his oratorio ‘Gethsemane.’ 
Perhaps he was influenced by evil counsel, 

which, however, he should have had the 

strength to resist; but at any rate he has 
needlessly exposed himself to ridicule and 
blame which, if not really unfriendly, have 
been none the less severe. He must be 
aware that an oratorio is not the kind of 
work that should be attempted by beginners, 
and he surely does not think himself able 
to accomplish a task from which even Schu- 
bert or Mendelssohn would have shrunk at 
his age. Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that ‘Gethsemane’ was publicly performed 
at St. James’s Hall yesterday (Friday) week, 
and a more melancholy instance of mis- 
directed ambition it has never been our 
fortune to chronicle. The libretto is a tissue 
of garbled Scripture texts and rhapsodical 
nonsense, and the music is chiefly distin- 
guished by crudeness and incoherence. Mr. 

Shaw apparently possesses some natural 
talent, and now and again a good idea 
strikes the ear of the listener, only to be 
at once overwhelmed by some excruciating 
progression, suggesting the thought that the 
composer is as ignorant of the rules of har- 
mony as he evidently is of the way to write 
asymmetrical movement. The best advice 
we can give him is to burn the score of 
‘Gethsemane ’ and apply himself diligently 
to the study of composition. Whether the 
continual mistakes in the performance were 
due to errors in the parts or the incapacity 
of the band and chorus we cannot say; 
enough that they rendered intolerable that 
which would have been bad at the best. 
The principal vocalists, Miss Clara Perry, 
Mr. Ben Davies, and Mr. Walter Clifford, 
deserve a word of commiseration.

DRAMA 


Par Ernest Renan. 
(Paris, Calmann Lévy.) 


Ir the august body to which M. Renan 
belongs would decree him a Grand Prix 
Gobert, or something valuable and obliging

| of their trust money. The prose drama as 
M. Renan understands it, and as he has 
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exemplified it in ‘ Caliban,’ ‘L’Eau de Jou- 
vence,’ and the ‘ Prétre de Némi,’ is a very 
difficult kind of literature indeed. Perhaps it 
derives some of its attraction from its rarity, 
and the mere multiplication lessens its value. 
Certain it is that every successive shock from 
M. Renan’s battery has seemed perceptibly 
weaker than the last, even to critics who 
strive for nothing so much as to be superior 
to the vulgar temptation of judging by mere 
novelty. The pother which was made about 
the book at first in France, and which cer- 
tain newspaper correspondents duly trans- 
mitted to England, was indeed not a little 
excessive. It is rather risky, no doubt, to 
make the whole plot turn on the violation 
of her vows by the abbess almost in sight of 
the audience (if there were an audience), and 
under stress not so much of passion as of 
the apparent certainty of approaching death 
by the guillotine, and the consequent 
operation of the motto “Let us eat and 
€vink.” The grave declaration by a grave 
sicademician of his conviction that if all the 
world were similarly sentenced all the world 
would do likewise was justly felt not to be 
exactly a blow struck in favour of morality. 
And there are in M. Renan’s preface one 
or two of those singular touches of bad taste, 
jumbling and confusing erotic and religious 
ideas, which betray so curiously the quon- 
dam cleric in one of the less amiable acci- 
dents of the clerical character. 

But after all there is not very much of 
this sort of thing. The erring abbess, being 
saved, betakes herself, after an access of 
suicidal despair, to a most exemplary peni- 
tence; and if M. Renan’s taste reminds one 
of Mérimée’s immortal description of him 
as the literary hero of housemaids (or words 
to that effect), why it is a good many years 
since most of us read and partly acquiesced 
in Mérimée’s strictures. It is a more serious 
matter that ‘ L’Abbesse de Jouarre’ is quite 
below M. Renan’s mark as_ literature. 
During the opening scenes in the prison 
gaolers and gaolbirds vie with each other 
in being exceedingly dull in short speeches ; 
and when the chief personages, Julie, Abbess 
of Jouarre, and her lover, come on the scene, 
the chief difference is that the speeches, 
instead of being short, are inordinately long. 
Julie soliloquizes for about six pages in this 
style: ‘‘ L’Kglise, avec la noblesse, a tiré 
du néant cette nation qui maintenant, ar- 
rivée 4 la virilité [can a feminine thing 
arrive at virility, Madame l’Abbesse and 
M. l’Académicien ?], égorge ses fondateurs.” 
The reasonings by which D’Arcy persuades 
his mistress to yield are not quite so plati- 
tudinous, but they are really not much 
better. ‘‘ La société rieuse ot nous avons 
vécu ne m’a pas imposé sa frivolité,” says 
he. We should say not; frivolity is the last 
thing one would accuse M. d’Arcy of. The 
peripeteia which at once saves Julie and 
strikes her with horror supplies, of course, a 
tragic moment, but M. Renan has not found 
the tragic words to clothe it with, and, to 
tell the truth, there is a comic side as well, 
which rises all the more irresistibly that 
the author, while missing the full tragedy, 
does not even seem to be aware of the farce 
or fabliau. The good priest who, himself 
on the point of death, persuades Julie out 
of her suicidal fury, saves the situation to 

some extent, but not wholly, and even he 
platitudinizes. The last dramatic possi- 


bility of the piece—to wit, that the curtain 
should fall on Julie’s resolve to atone 
for her fault not by dying, but by living to 
perform her duties as a woman, and perhaps 
as a mother—is lost by the addition of two 
otiose acts with a commonplace ending,
